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| first picked up the 
guitar in 1970 and 
almost immediately 
began to create my 
own inventions on the 
instrument. For the 
following 40 years | 
amused myself with 
any number of such 
creations. Most of 
these fell by the 
wayside but a few 
were written down and 
a handful of favorites 
continued to be played 
through the years. 


Unfortunately ALS 

put a stop to my guitar 
playing in April 2010 and 
at that point | realized 
to my dismay that | 
possessed precious few 
recordings of any of my 
pieces. Consequently, | 
embarked on an effort 
to transcribe as many 
of my compositions as 







possible, endeavouring 
to put sufficient detail 
into the transcriptions 
such that a competent 
guitar player would be 
able to read them and 
bring them to life. Trevor 
Sanders, Ernst Briss, 
Michel Forestier, Jamie 
Philp and Jim Serediak 
did a fabulous job of 
recording them. 


To the resulting colle- 
ction | was able to 

add some recordings of 
my own performances 
that | had “in the 

can” and thus make a 
complete album. 


The name of the album, 
“Shifting Moods” is 
taken from an alternate 
title for one of the 
compositions but it also 
alludes to the extreme 
mood swings that | 
experienced during 

the year of 2010 while 
producing this project. 


This CD is the legacy 
that | leave behind 

for future generations 
to enjoy. 


| can truly say that 
music is and always 

has been ingrained in 
my soul. | hope my 
story will inspire future 
generations to not only 
continue to support local 
musicians but to also 
support future musicians 
in their aspirations.

With 20,000 people on the site of 
Gallagher Park at once, we have 
a few ground rules and services 
to help everybody have a great 
experience over the four days. 


Area 4 


Due to the sound bleeding from 
surrounding stages, Stage 4 has 
been eliminated. An extra hour 
of programming has been added 
to the Session stages. That space, 
now called Area 4 (we promise 
no radioactivity) is now a great 
place to relax in the shade and 
enjoy food from vendors whose 
presence has been expanded to 
that part of the site. 


Smoking 


In consideration of non- 
smokers, and to comply with 
provincial laws and city bylaws, 
the non-smoking area has been 
expanded this year. Smoking 

is not permitted in the seating 
area of Main Stage or any of the 
Session stages, by tents at the top 
of the hill, the Family area, Beer 
Garden, the hearing-impaired 
area, access area on the west 
side of Main Stage and in any 
lineup. If you smoke, please go 
to a peripheral area away from 
the crowd. Your neighbours will 


thank you. 


Lineups 


This year you can start lining 
up at 2:00 p.m. on Thursday 
and Friday and at 7:30 a.m. 

on Saturday and Sunday. No 
overnight queues, please. Order 
of entry is determined by our 
optional lottery system and 
people are let in 25 at a time. 
The gates will open at 4:30 p.m. 
on Thursday and Friday and 

at 9:30 a.m. on Saturday and 
Sunday. “Walk, don’t run” to 
quote the Ventures.

Wristbands 


When you enter the gate you 

get a four-day wristband or a 
daily wristband, depending on 
what kind of ticket you have. All 
patrons must wear the wristband 
at all times, except for children 
11 and under. 


Tarps 


The maximum size is 8 by 10 feet 
(2.5 by 3.0 metres). This year we 
are busier than ever. Please make 
room, don’t be a space hog! Don’t 
forget to take your tarp (and all 
other belongings) home with 

you every night. Items left will 
be taken to the Lost and Found 
where they can be claimed. 


Tents and Lean-tos 


Pitch a tent only at the top of 
the hill. It should be small and 
maximum 1.5 metres in height. 
Tents have to be dismantled 
and taken home every night. 
Low lying lean-tos can be used 
lower on the hill in case of rain. 
Hopefully they won't be needed. 
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Seats 


To avoid blocking the view of 
other patrons, please use only 
LOW-BACK lawn chairs with 
chair legs NO HIGHER than 15 
centimetres (6 inches). 


Keep It Clean 


Dispose of garbage and 
recyclables in the appropriate 
cans, including cigarette butts. 


Supplies To Remember 


You could be at the festival 

for more than 12 hours, so 
you ll need: a hat, sunscreen, 
water bottle, bandages, insect 
repellant, hand wipes, your 
medications, comfortable 
footwear, warm clothes for the 
evening and possibly rain gear. 
Our Music and Merch Tent and 
Campers Village Tent may have 
some of these items. 


Kids 


Kids love the festival, but don’t 
leave them unattended. It’s easy 
for youngsters to get lost in the 
crowd. Try not to get them too 
boisterous during performances 
— your neighbours are trying to 
hear the music. 


Lost Kids, 
Lost and Found 


Lost kids, lost parents and lost 
items can be dropped off or 
claimed at the Information 
Tent. Look for the big balloons! 
After the weekend, check with 
the festival office for lost items. 
Those items that are unclaimed 
will be donated to charity after 
September 15. 


Information Tent 


Look for the big balloons! At 
the tent our volunteers have 
information to help you enjoy 
your day. They have a comment 
book to share your blog ideas the 
old-fashioned way. 


Candles 


Folk fest wouldn’t be the same 
without candles on the hill, but 
take care. Tarps are extremely 
flammable, so inexpensive 
candle covers may be purchased 
from the Information Tent. Fire 
regulations make the use of 
covers for candles mandatory. 
Keep them in a cup so the wax 
doesn’t drip onto the hill. 


Remember Your 
Neighbours 


That means staying seated 

and keeping the noise down 

so everyone can enjoy the 
performances. Dance to your 
heart’s content, but at the sides 
of Main Stage or Stages 1-3 and 
5-7 — not at your seat. Please 
use friendly discussion to sort 
out boundary disputes or other 
problems. If you can’t, Liaison 
Security crew members wearing 
yellow jackets will help. There is 
also help at the Security tent east 
of Cloverdale Hall by the public 
plate return station, or at the top 
of Main Stage hill. 


Your List of No-Nos 


Pets, drugs, alcohol, video and 
audio recording equipment, 
glass containers, laser pointers 
and sliding are not allowed.

The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod ina 
25-square-foot area in front of 
the stage. 


¢ If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch your 
aid to the “T” position. 

« Then sit within 12 feet of the 
blue hearing-access signs 
located in the centre of each 
looped area. 


Your hearing aid will act as a 
receiver; no other equipment 
is required.

Matt Andersen 


New Brunswick 


Matt Andersen is first 

known for his covers of blues 
standards, but he has proven 
his skill in songwriting with a 
hybrid of blues, rock and roots 
sounds. The accolades keep 
pouring in. Besides many East 
Coast Music Awards as well 

as 2011 Maple Blues Awards, 
Matt is the first Canadian to 
win the International Blues 
Challenge in Memphis, beating 
out musicians from around the 
world in the solo/duo category 
in 2010. 


His size and gravelly voice 
evoke memories of the late 
Howlin’ Wolf, but he can also 
tone it down with a big helping 
of sensitivity. As Matt sings, 
“You know I’m not like anyone 
else, cause one size never fits.” 


He started his career fronting 
a band called the Flattops, 
singing covers of classic blues 
songs. But over the past few 
years he has gravitated towards 
writing his own songs, finally 
releasing an entire album 








of originals, Something In 
Between, in 2008. 


Matt has been a touring 
dynamo with yearly 
performances of over 200 
nights on the road. Well known 
in his native New Brunswick, 
he was introduced to the rest 
of Canada through four tours 
with Stuart McLean’s Vinyl 
Café. He has had great success 
in Britain where he has toured 
several times. This winter 

he played on the Legendary 
Rhythm and Blues Cruise 

of the Caribbean. MP

Karla Anderson 
Alberta 


Karla Anderson is a self- 
professed daydreamer. With 

a voice that soars like a prairie 
wind, she’s also one of Alberta’s 
finest singer-songwriters. 


In 2005, Karla garnered 
international attention when 
her song “What Else Can 

I Do?” was featured on an 
episode of Joan of Arcadia. 
Originally written for a friend

grieving the death of her 
daughter, the song was so 
popular that it prompted the 
recording of her first album, 
The Embassy Sessions. Along 
with renowned musicians such 
as Kenny Malone, Keith Glass, 
and Mike Lent, the album 
topped the charts wherever 

it was played. 


Karla, who makes her home 
outside of Edmonton, went 

on to release Brand New 

Day at the end of 2010. Her 
sophomore album, which has 
more of a full band sound, 

has also received widespread 
airplay around the United 
States. “I love it. So do my DJs,” 
wrote disc jockey Luke Nestler 
of KDNK in Carbondale, 
Colorado. “It got 10 spins right 
out of the box. And it’s still 
going strong.” Closer to home, 
Edmonton music journalist 
Peter North wrote: “One listen 
to Brand New Day and there is 
no debate about whether she’s 
got the goods.” 


What distinguishes Karla 
from other singer-songwriters, 
however, is her uncanny ability 
to cut to the emotional core 

of the songs she sings. Karla 
slows down her cover of the 
classic “Bye Bye Love” to reveal 
the marrow of heartache. JS

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Aurelio and the 
Garifuna Soul 
Honduras 


From his earliest years in 

the small coastal hamlet of 
Plaplaya on the Caribbean 
coast of Honduras, Aurelio 
Martinez was steeped in 

the Garifuna culture and 
surrounded by its rich music. 
His father was a well-known 
paranda singer who combined 
Garifuna roots and Latin 
sounds and his mother a 
talented vocalist, Aurelio 
became a drummer almost 
as soon as he could walk. 


By the time he left Plaplaya at 
the age of 14 to attend school, 
Aurelio was already recognized 
as a prodigious drummer. 

He was also respected for his 
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knowledge of the rhythms, 
rituals and songs of the 
Garifuna, who have their 
origins in a 1675 shipwreck 
that allowed enslaved Africans 
from present-day Nigeria 

to escape to Saint Vincent, 
where they intermarried with 
the indigenous Caribs and 
Arawaks before being forcibly 
deported to Central America. 


Aurelio added Latin and pop 
sounds to these roots, emerging 
as a star of Central America’s 
1990s punta rock scene before 
coming to international 
attention in part through the 
efforts of fellow Garifuna star 
Andy Palacio, with whom he 
forged a strong friendship. In 
2004, Aurelio released his first 
solo album, Garifuna Soul, to 
wide acclaim. The following 
year he took a break from 

his musical career, becoming 
the first representative in the 
Honduran National Congress 
of African descent. The 
devastating death of Palacio 
in 2008 brought Aurelio back 
to music. Ever the musical 
explorer, he travelled to Senegal 
to mentor with Youssou 
N’Dour before releasing 

this year’s Laru Beya, a rich 
evolution of the Garifuna 
sound.

Baka Beyond 

United Kingdom, Nigeria, 
Ghana, Congo 

The music of Baka Beyond 
transcends genres, cultures 
and language. With Celtic 
melodies and fiddle, 
polyrhythmic percussion, 
hypnotic guitar lines, a variety 
of African instruments, 
traditional Cameroon 
rainforest singing, all anchored 
by heavy bass, this seven-piece 
band epitomizes the term 
world music. 


Martin Cradick and Su Hart 
founded Baka Beyond in 

1990 after a trip to Cameroon 
that began a lifelong musical 
friendship with a group of 
Baka Pygmy hunter-gatherers 
deep in the rain forest. The trip 
inspired the award-winning 
album Spirit of the Forest, 
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which gave Baka Beyond 
worldwide recognition. At the 
same time, they have increased 
awareness of indigenous people 
around the world, especially 
the Baka. 


And the Baka have much to 
teach the world. Su says, “Song 
and dance are used by the 
Baka for healing, for rituals, 
for keeping the community 
together and also for pure

fun. We try to do the same 
in Baka Beyond.” 


The Baka have initiated Su 
and Martin into their music 
and have asked that they 
spread their culture beyond 
the forest. All profits from 
downloads of In the Forest and 
sales of the Baka DVD go to 
the Baka through the charity 
Global Music Exchange. Baka 
musicians also receive all

royalties due to them for their 
contributions to Baka Beyond 
records. Not surprisingly, one 
of the improvements for the 
Baka people has been a new 
music house — a large barn 
with recording equipment - 
that was built on the request 
of the community. ER

Del Barber was curious about 
why his Blackberry kept 
purring while he was driving 
to a gig in Edmonton. 


It turns out that the device 
was being flooded with 
congratulatory messages — 

his second album had been 
nominated for a Juno award. 

It was a total surprise, he told 
the Regina Leader Post. He 
had submitted his album, Love 
Songs for the Last Twenty, on a

whim, borrowing the entry fee 
from his parents. 


But anyone who has heard 

Del wouldn’t be surprised 

by the relatively quick rise 

to success of this 27-year-old 
songwriter from Winnipeg. 
With a voice reminiscent of 
Jackson Browne'’s, lyrics that 
channel the spirit of Townes 
Van Zandt but also display 

a streak of his unique wry 
humour, all anchored by solid 
finger-style guitar picking, he is 
quickly moving up the densely 
populated food chain of the 
Canadian roots music scene. 


He was a huge hit at the 
Winnipeg Folk Festival last 
summer, selling nearly 400 
copies of his first album, Where 
the City Ends, and his work has 
become known from Toronto 
to Old Crow. 


A third cousin of blues-rocker 
Colin James, Del grew into 

his musical career gradually. 
Growing up in the French 
suburb of St. Norbert, he came 
from a musical family where 
relatives would either fight 

or sing at get-togethers. After 
playing in bands in high school 
he attended college in Chicago 
where he sang at open mics. 
He returned to Winnipeg to 
record, and the road beckoned. 
He now spends eight months 
per year criss-crossing the 


country, but never forgets his 
Prairie roots. MS

Keola and 
Moana Beamer 
United States 


“There’s a beautiful feeling, 

at least once a day when the 
curtain of every day activity 
lifts, when you stop whatever 
youre doing, and see this place 
for its amazing beauty. The sun 
coming up, a gentle breeze, the 
mountains at sunset,” reflects 
Keola Beamer of his native 
Hawaii. “There’s a haunting 
sense of gratitude that you feel 
to be a part of this. It seems to 
me that this is what Hawaiian 
music is all about.” 


Keola’s gratitude, expressed 

in a storied career that has 
spanned four decades and 
dozens of releases, has made 
him one of Hawaii’s most 
beloved singer-songwriters. 
Keola’s roots run deep, coming 
from a line of musicians 

that can be traced back five 
generations, and to the 15th- 
century rulers of Hawaii. He 
is a virtuoso and one of the 
world’s leading teachers of the 
Hawaiian slack key guitar (ki 
ho‘alu), in which the strings 
are “slacked” to produce many 
beautiful tunings, almost 
always based on a major 
tonality. The unique style is 
believed to have emerged on 
the island in the early 19th 
century from the Mexican and 
Spanish vaqueros (cowboys) 
brought to teach Hawaiians 
how to handle their growing 
cattle herds. 


He is joined by Moana Beamer, 
master of the art of hula dance. 
Moana is a dynamo, adding 
percussive interludes, chanting, 
showcasing many of the nearly 
272 documented styles of hula 
found in Hawaii. She also adds

an element of “talk story,” 
giving the background behind 
many of the pieces the duo 
perform together. 


Keola emerged as one of 

the leaders of a wave of 
contemporary Hawaiian 

music with the release of his 
debut 1972 album, Hawaiian 
Slack Key Guitar in the Real 
Old Style. In the ensuing 
decades, Keola has been a 
central figure in the “Hawaiian 
contemporary” genre, blending 
Hawaiian musical traditions 
with the global influences of 
rock, pop, Latin and folk music. 
His latest, 2010’s collaboration 
with twice Grammy-nominated 
Hawaiian songstress Raiatea 
Helm, continues this inventive 
intermingling of Hawaiian 

and world music. SH

Andrew Bird 
United States 


For the last few years, Andrew 
Bird has flown a little higher. 


When his album Armchair 
Apocrypha came out in 2007, 
a decade after he started 
making records, his audiences 
got bigger and his admirers 

— including the New York 
Times, Newsweek and the New 
Yorker — got more prestigious. 
Letterman and Conan came 
calling. Not coincidentally, 

he sold more records — 
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Andrew Bird 


Apocrypha went on to sell more 
than 100,000 copies. 


Did any of that influence the 
direction of his most recent 
disc, Noble Beast? “Not at all,” 
the 38-year-old violinist and 
guitarist, told the Onion AV 
Club shortly after it came out. 
“When it was over, I was like, 
‘Wow. This is as weird a record 
as I’ve ever made.’ 


“I mean, I have some 
irrepressible pop impulses 

to write an appealing, 

concise song. And I also have 
some irrepressible kind of 
restlessness as well, and I need 
to keep myself interested.” 


That’s reflected in his eclectic 
recorded output, which touches 
on swing (as an “auxiliary” 
member of the Squirrel Nut 
Zippers in the early 1990s), 
traditional folk, pre-Second 
World War jazz as well as pop 
and rock. Onstage, looped 





samples of his instrumental 
work bring an electronic and 
experimental element to the 
mix. Andrew has also had 
classical conservatory training 
— but it didn’t suit him. 


“It’s a very uptight social 
atmosphere,” he told the 
London Daily Telegraph 

in 2005. “I’m more about 
intuition, about connecting 
the tone to the voice. 


“I preferred hanging out in 
pubs and playing bluegrass 
and jazz. I like social music.” 
TS

Blackie and the 
Rodeo Kings 


Ontario / Nova Scotia 


In 1996, three of Canada’s top 
musicians — Colin Linden, 
Stephen Fearing and Tom 
Wilson — got together to pay 
tribute to the great Canadian 
songwriter, Willie P. Bennett. 
But Blackie and the Rodeo 
Kings, named after one of 
Willie’s tunes, has taken on a 
huge life of its own. 


Fifteen years later, this 
“temporary” band has just 
released its seventh disc, Kings 
and Queens, in which they 
managed to rope in a dozen 
legendary female artists, 
including Rosanne Cash, Holly 
Cole, Emmylou Harris and 
Lucinda Williams.

While all three have had great 
individual careers, Blackie and 
the Rodeo Kings has turned out 
to be much more than the sum 
of the parts. Their music is even 
reputed to have found its way 
onto George W. Bush’s iPod. 


Colin, who wears his 
trademark black hat on stage, 
wears many hats in the music 
business — as a producer, 
songwriter and as a guitarist. 
He has played on 300 albums, 
produced 60, won countless 
Juno awards and earned a 
Grammy nomination. He has 
worked with everybody from 
Bruce Cockburn to The Band 
and has been in the movies, 
acting as a folksinging pastor 
in the Coen Brothers movie, 
Intolerable Cruelty. 


Stephen, a multiple Juno- 
award-winner, is one 

of Canada’s top singer- 
songwriters. Mixing powerful 
lyrics, creative arrangements 
and intricate finger-picking 
guitar arrangements, he has 
collaborated with many artists 
including Shawn Colvin, 
Richard Thompson and 

Sarah McLachlan 


Tom, known for his work in 
the rock band Junkhouse, 
communicates via a gravelly 
voice best described as 

a force of nature. While 
spawned in the grimy city 
of Hamilton, Ontario, it is 
steeped in the spirit of the 
blues. His compositions have 
been covered by Murray 
McLauchlan, Billy Ray Cyrus, 
Edwin and Mavis Staples.

Yes, Bill Bourne is more 
than the top hat and the 


unmistakable face. He’s a three- 


time Juno winner, eight times 
nominated. He’s a collaborator, 
organizing forays, expeditions 
and missions with the likes

Johnson, Hans Staymer and 
Andreas Schuld; plus Lester 
Quitzau & Madagascar Slim 

in their group Tri-Continental. 


He’s a loner, humping his 
beat-up 1969 Gibson guitar 
and gear like an old gunslinger, 
going from town to town, 
setting up shop for a day. And 
he never stands still musically.

for the lowa-raised singer- 
songwriter. She was in her 
mid-20s, fresh off a linguistic 
degree, but she felt the tug of 
her musical genes. 


Pieta is the daughter of 
Grammy-nominated folk icon, 
Greg Brown, and did play 
piano and write poetry as a kid, 
While music wasn’t a priority 
as she grew up, that deep- 
seated urge to make music 

led Pieta to seclude herself into 
that backyard shed and write 

a number of songs, all of which 
appeared on a self-released 
cassette. 


That cassette intrigued family 
friend Bo Ramsey, also known 
as a producer and guitarist for 
Lucinda Williams. He agreed 
to produce her debut album, 

a self-titled 2002 release. Critics 
and fans fell in love with her 
haunting voice and blues/folk- 
rooted style. She caught the 
ear of legendary producer 

Don Was, who called Pieta 

“a great singer-songwriter who 
possesses major star power 
magnetism,” and agreed to 
produce her 2009 EP Shimmer. 


She also attracted the attention 
of other artists, people such 

as Mark Knopfler, Loudon 
Wainwright II, Ani DiFranco, 
and John Prine, all of whom 
invited her to open for them 
on various tours over the 
years. Last year, Pieta released 





another album, One and All, 
and continues her career as 

a modern and transcendent 
performer and songwriter. 

The BBC calls her a “self- 
styled poetess, folk goddess 
and country waif. Her music 
resonates with a seductive 
simplicity and lyrical grace.” WA

Ane Brun 
Norway / Sweden 


Listening to the delicate 
strumming of Norway-born 
and Sweden-based Ane Brun 
(pronounced Ah-na Broon), it’s 
difficult to believe she didn’t 
pick up a guitar until the age 
of 21. Despite the late start, 
Ane’s incredible talent as an 
evocative songwriter and her 
intoxicating warbling voice 
have allowed her to quickly 
make up for lost time. 


Getting her musical start 

as a busker on the streets of 
Barcelona and San Sebastian, 
Spain in the late 90s, Ane 
released her debut album, 
Spending Time With Morgan, 
to wide acclaim across 
Europe. Her 2005 sophomore 
effort, the spacious and 

deep A Temporary Dive, 
introduced Ane to a global 
audience and garnered her 
numerous awards, including 
her native country’s Grammy 
equivalent, the Norwegian 
Spellemannsprisen, for best

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female artist and hit of the year. 
Since then, Ane has kept up a 
torrid pace, seemingly at odds 
with the languid, hypnotic, 
unhurried pace of her songs, 
releasing an additional five 
albums, including two more 
studio albums, a live double 
album and a double-platinum 
collection of duets, which 
included partnerships with 
such notables as Ron Sexsmith 
and Edmonton expat Wendy 
McNeill. She has also toured 
the world as a solo performer, 
with the DMF String Quartet 
and with Peter Gabriel. 


Time Magazine describes 
Ane’s compelling voice as “a 
mix of Bjork’s unpredictability 
and Joni Mitchell’s directness 
that makes even the dourest 
material affecting.” The music 
site The Blue Indian calls 

her voice “as vast, lovely, 

and diverse as the terrain of 
her homeland ... as clear, yet 
sometimes dark and deep as 
its mountain streams.” SH

Brandi Carlile 
United States 


Talk about living a dream. As 
a young girl, Brandi Carlile, 
discovered Elton John, whose 
work made her realize that 
singers could indeed write 
their own songs, and she 
immediately started writing. 


Flash forward to 2009, and 
Brandi was recording a duet 
with John on “Caroline,” on 
her album Give Up the Ghost. 
“I was just overwhelmed by the 
years, and by the influence that 
somebody can have on another 
person’s life without even 
knowing it,” she says. 


Sir Elton has joined a growing 
legion of fans. “Brandi has 

an amazing voice. She is a 
great songwriter and has a 
tremendous career ahead of 
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her.” Sheryl Crow added her 
voice to the accolades after 
touring with Brandi: “She 
has the most amazing voice I 
may have ever heard. Soulful. 
Country. Perfect in every way 
— and propelled by taste.” 


Edmonton got its first taste of 
Brandi at last year’s Folkfest, 
and she was such a hit that she’s 
back this year. 


Raised in Washington State, 
Brandi began performing at 

16 as a backup singer for an 
Elvis impersonator. She then 
performed with twin brothers 
Tim and Phil Hanseroth in 
local Seattle venues, selling self- 
produced albums. She came to 
the attention of the music world 
when Dave Matthews heard 
her band perform in 2003. 
Signed by Columbia Records 
in late 2004, she released a self- 
titled album and spent most 

of the next two years touring 
with the twins. Several of her 
songs have been featured on 
Grey's Anatomy. Her newest 
album, Live at Benaroya Hall, 
was recorded with the Seattle 
Symphony. 


Brandi has also shared her 
success. She created the 
Looking Out Foundation to 
financially support various 
charitable organizations. 
She also gave a previously 
unreleased recording of 
her song “Dreams” to a 





compilation to raise money 
for the victims of the Japanese 
tsunami. MP

Guy Clark 


United States 


Emmylou Harris calls Guy 
Clark a “true poet and a great 
American writer.” Esquire 
magazine called him “the 
finest songwriter in the history 
of Texas.” Bob Dylan has 
called him one of his favourite 
songwriters. When a London 
Daily Telegraph writer asked 
Nashville musicians who they 
respected most, “one name 
came up more than anyone 
else’s. Guy Clark, it became 
obvious, was a city legend.” 


Guy, like his best friend, 
Townes Van Zandt, who 

died in 1997, may be the 

best songwriter you've never 
heard. Or think you've never 
heard. For, while the 69-year- 
old Texan (he turns 70 on 
November 6) has never had a 
hit single, he has written plenty 
of them for some of the more 
than 50 who have recorded his 
songs, a group that includes 
Johnny Cash, Willie Nelson 
and Waylon Jennings. If you 
know “Heartbroke” (Ricky 
Skaggs) or “Baby I’m Yours” 
(Steve Wariner) or “L.A. 
Freeway” (Jerry Jeff Walker), 
then you know Guy Clark.

While his career of more than 
40 years has made him an 
alt-country icon, “... I have 

no time, no reason to dwell 

on it,” he once told the Toronto 
Star. “It doesn’t solve any of my 
problems. I still have to get up 
every morning and try to write. 


“You can never get through 
the work there is to do, never 
write all the songs that are in 
you, never get to be the best at 
anything, but it’s satisfying to 
know that this is the work of 
a lifetime. It'll keep you busy 
until you're done.” 


It is, it seems, a calling — if not 
an especially prosperous living. 
“I break even,” Guy told the 


Vancouver Sun matter-of-factly. 


“I don’t have to have a straight 
job and I’m doin’ exactly what 
I want to do.

A live J.P. Cormier concert 
is simply a jaw-dropping 
experience. First he'll pick 
up the fiddle and play some 
Cape Breton tunes, then 
maybe a little Gypsy jazz. 
Then he'll burn through some 
blazing flatpicking tunes on 
the acoustic guitar, switch 

to electric to play some Chet 
Atkins-style, then on to 
mandolin and banjo, all with 
the same level of fluidity. 


Many musicians can play more 
than one instrument, but few 
have absolute mastery over so 
many stringed instruments. 
J.P. started playing guitar at 
the age of five, and by the age 
of nine was beating players 
three times his age for guitar 
contest trophies. At age 16 he 
was touring his first album of 
instrumentals, and eventually

In 2010, Amelia Curran wrote 
on her blog that she has come 
“a long way in a short amount 
of time for a kid who has little 
more to offer than a handful 
of poems and a good tolerance 
for booze.” At the time she 
was getting ready to perform 
for the Queen, had won a 
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Juno, played Massey Hall for 
Bruce Cockburn. In her words, 
“awards have been piling up 
like a stepped pyramid.” 


Not bad for a woman who little 
more than a decade ago had 
dropped out of university to 


busk on the streets of St. John’s. 


Her career started modestly, 
with a couple of self-released 
discs, but in 2006, Six Shooter

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Records pi¢ked up her disc War 
Brides. There, she continued to 
hone her ability to pry lyrically 
at the fabric of daily life. “I 
liked suspended belief / I like 
spending days in bed,” she 
sings in “The Mistress.” “I’m 
like everyone else. We keep 
demons on the burner and 

the morals on the shelf.” 


The lyrical aplomb of this 
particular song prompted 
Spinner magazine to comment: 
“Like the best poets, Curran 
packs so much meaning into 
each line that the listener barely 
has time to register each clever 
lyric before the next zinger 
comes along.” 


In 2009, Amelia released 
Hunter Hunter, which was both 
the first album she recorded 

in St John’s and the first 

album to win major awards. 

It scored the 2010 Juno for 
roots and traditional album 

of the year (solo) and received 
four East Coast Music Award 
nominations.

There’s no doubt that Kat 
Danser has earned her crown 
as Canada’s Queen of the 
Swamp Blues. It’s not just her 
Weissenborn lap slide guitar 
licks and soulful voice, but a 
burning dedication to the blues 
that nearly killed her.

Kat has made many trips down 
to the birthplace of the blues 

— places like rural Mississippi 
and Arkansas — where she has 
immersed herself in the culture 
and even earned a bit of a 
reputation as a blues singer. 


During one of those 
pilgrimages, Kat thought she 
was about to meet her maker 
as she lay in a bathtub while 
a tornado whipped through 
the town, killing people and 
destroying much of the hotel 
where she was staying. It 
wasn't her time to go, but the 
experience didn’t diminish 
her passion for the blues. 


So how does a girl born in 
Waldron, Saskatchewan, 
become a blues woman? 
Because the music she makes 
is a direct line from the 
Saskatchewan prairies to the 
Mississippi Delta. Swamp blues 
is a heady mix of early roots, 
blues, and gospel traditions— 
Kat brings it into the 21" 
century with her take on old 
premises and jabs at modern- 
day cultural phenomena. With 
the release of her third album, 
Passin’-A-Time, Kat connects 
two seemingly dissimilar 
places with her funky, laid 
back rhythm, and thought- 
provoking lyrics. 


Kat’s interest in the blues 
extends to the academic realm. 
She is a graduate student

in ethnomusicology at the 
University of Alberta, and is 
currently in pre-production with 
filmmaker Michael McDonald 
for a new documentary project

Sometimes the name is a perfect

Driven by the beguiling lyrics

of death, poverty, loss and 
heartbreak, with tracks like

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But while there’s certainly 

a melancholy, the music is 
rich and compelling, full 

of gorgeous harmonies and 
complex arrangements, the 
talented group (rounded out 
by Chris Mason on bass and 
vocals, Lucas Goetz on drums 
and vocals, Burke Barlow on 
lead guitar and Geoff Hillhorst 
on keys) is willing to explore 
deep roots, at times showing 
the influence of The Band and 
Grateful Dead. 


Building on its self-titled 
2006 debut, and the following 
year's sophomore effort, Hang 
Me, Oh Hang Me, The Deep 
Dark Wood's latest offering, 
2010’s Winter Hours, earned 
Best Roots Group at the 2009 
Western Canadian Music 
Awards, and Ensemble of the 
Year at the 2009 Canadian 
Folk Music Awards. “The more 
you listen to the album as a 
whole, the more it starts to 
sound like a timeless, magical 
masterpiece,” raves HearYa. 
com. “The arrangements are 
absolutely gorgeous — the 
DDW deftly blend acoustic 
guitars, pedal steel, some keys, 
and even toss in some banjo 
and strings for good measure.

It was the unsettling discovery 
of a blood-sucking arachnid 
on his scalp during an Indiana 
camping trip that provided 
then-18-year-old Deer Tick 
frontman John McCauley III 
with the inspiration for his 
oddly named project. 


Initially it was a solo effort by 
the Providence, Rhode Island 
native, who taught himself to 
play drums, guitar, piano, and 
pedal steel. Eventually forming 


a band, they toured extensively 
in DIY fashion for three years 
before settling into the studio 
to release Deer Tick’s 2007 
debut, War Elephant. The 

band has featured a constantly 
shifting lineup centered around 
John’s evocative songwriting 
and gravelly, weathered vocals. 


Deer Tick - currently rounded 
out by brothers Christopher 
and Dennis Ryan (bass and 
drums, respectively), Rob 
Crowell (keys and saxophone) 
and Ian O’Neil (guitar) — has 
since released another two 
critically acclaimed albums 
(2009’s Born On Flag Day 

and last year’s The Black Dirt 
Sessions). Spinner.ca calls their 
music “neo-hillbilly ... between 
roots rock and country” and 
lan describes it as “similar to 
the sound you'd hear if you 
were sitting in a bar right 
before last call and you wanted 
another drink.”

Made up of 2008 
Grand Master of Canada fiddle 
champion, André Brunet, as 
well as Pierre-Luc Dupuis 
(vocals, accordion, harmonica, 
jaw harp) and Eric Beaudry 
(vocals, guitar, bouzouki, 

foot tapping), the multi 
instrumental trio incorporates 
traditional French-Canadian 


De Temps Antan 
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and Acadian songs as well 

as original compositions 

into highly energetic and 
contagious live shows, driven 
by the pounding beat of the 
traditional foot percussion 


of Québec. 


Now the main vehicle for 

their musical exploration (of 
the three, only Eric remains 

a member of La Bottine 
Souriante), De Temps Antan 
has released two highly- 
acclaimed albums: the 2007 
debut A LAnnée and last 
summer’s Les Habits de Papier. 
“They offer a fresh and vibrant 
perspective on the music of 
their ancestors and on the joie 
de vivre that has come to define 
the music of their province,” 
says Vancouver's Rogue Folk 
Club.

songwriter and bandleader — 
having already left Africa for 
Europe — moved to Vancouver, 
married and started a family. 


But he never stopped playing 
guitar and making music. His 
six albums in the years since 
— most of them nominated 
for Junos and two of them 
(The Message from 1998 and 
2001’s The Journey) winners as 
best world album — combine 
the sounds of West Africa 
with a touch of Western pop, 
all of which he soaked up in 
his multicultural homeland, 
Guinea. 


Alpha lived in various parts 
of that country, and “I tried 
to learn the sound and style 
of the region where I was 
living,” he told the Toronto 
Star in 2007. “But I wasn’t just 
listening to African music. 

I listened to Eric Clapton, 
Mark Knopfler of Dire Straits. 
I listened to mbalax music from 
Senegal, and Cuban music.” 


This openness to a range of 
influences and instruments 
represents “the new generation 
of African music,” he told The 
Ottawa Citizen. “Traditional 
instruments are good to listen 
to at soft-seat concerts, but to 
make people dance, to make 
people enjoy huge festivals and 
clubs, we have to play Afro- 
contemporary music, we have 
to mix it a little bit.”

Try, if you can, to take in all 
at once the entirety of the 
overwhelmingly frenetic, 


joyous spectacle that is Edward 


Sharpe & The Magnetic 
Zeroes. Fair warning: it won't 
be easy. First you'll have to 
somehow pry your attention 
away from the stomping, 
whirling exuberance of 
messianic frontman, Alex 
Ebert, and the, well, magnetic 
rapport he shares with his 
equally energetic bandmate 
and whisky-throated vocalist, 
Jade Castrinos. 


Manage that task and your 
senses will still have to absorb 
the collective energies of the 
other eight performers (and 
sometimes many more) — a 


raucously euphoric assemblage 


of bounding bodies, driving 
percussion, horns, accordion, 
keyboards, ukulele, handclaps 
and whistling. It’s a bit like 
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stumbling into a cross between 
the high-water mark of a Merry 
Prankster acid test and a gypsy- 
inspired Cirque du Soleil show. 


The highly theatrical and 
infectious stage performances 
are just part of the appeal of 
the band assembled around 

the myth of Edward Sharpe, 

a character/alter ego created 

by Alex and described by him 
as someone “sent down to Earth 
to kinda heal and save mankind 
... but he kept getting distracted 
by girls and falling in love.” 

A talented musical collective 
made up of friends and friends- 
of-friends from Los Angeles, 
their collaboratively-written 
2009 debut album Up From 
Below, the outcome of a year- 
and-a-half recording endeavour, 
has earned wide acclaim and 

a growing following for its 
catchy ’60s-inspired psych-folk 
anthems and uplifting lyrics. SH

Etran Finatawa 

Niger 

With the desire to unite two 
nomadic cultures as a symbol 
of peace and reconciliation, the 
Niger band Etran Finatawa 
creates a powerful and 
hypnotic sound that transports 
listeners to the arid deserts and 
Sahel grasslands of their West 
African homeland. 


Translated into English as 
“the stars of tradition,” the 
group brings together two 

of its country’s tribes — the 
Taureg and the Woodaabe- 
Fulani. Living side by side 
sharing pastures and water 
resources that sometime lead 
to feuds, they make music that 
incorporates modern rock 
guitar, spirited percussion, 
and the sound of traditional 
chanting that is best decribed 
as “nomadic blues.” 





Composing and singing in 
their two tribal languages 
(Tamashek and Fulfulde), 
Ertan Finatawa seemlessly 
combines modern and 
traditional material. 

The traditional Wodaabe 
chants are a blend of choral 
polyphony and high tenor 
solos. Accompanying their 
vocal music are the traditional 
calabasse (gourd) drums, and a 
slow motion type of movement 
that verges on dance and 
handclapping. 


In contrast, the Tuareg use 

a variety of string instruments, 
tende drums and ululations 

to animate their songs and 
dances, and since the ’70s they 
have used the guitar in a style 
called Ichumar. In keeping 
with the band’s desire to blend 
both tribes, the ever-changing 
touring ensemble always 
consists of three members 

of the Tuareg tribe and three 
members of the Wodaabe- 
Fulani tribe. 


Formed in 2004, Etran 
Finatawa’s music already 

has a cult following in their 
native Niger. The rest of the 
world is also taking notice; 
since coming together, the 
group has extensively toured 
to rave reviews and accolades 
throughout Europe, the United 
States, Canada and Australia. 
In 2007, their debut album 


Etran Finatawa 


Introducing Etran Finatawa) 
was nominated for a BBC 
Radio Award for World Music, 
and they have since released 
two more discs. RK

Fearing & White 


Nova Scotia / Australia 


Although many time zones 
separate Stephen Fearing 
and Andy White, they have 
managed to keep a musical 
partnership going for over 
a decade. 


It started with a casual 
encounter backstage at the 
Winnipeg Folk Festival. Andy 
travelled to Canada once a 
year or so to visit Stephen, 

and they’d usually play some 
shows to justify the trip. In the 
down time, they’d write songs 
together. 


“We'd start with a song I'd 
half-finished... and he’d waltz 
in and dot the i’s and cross the 
t’s. They he offered me a song... 
and it was the same sort of 
thing. It was a lovely thing, like 
being invited to a potluck and 
all you have to do is bring the 
salad.” Stephen explained to 
Maple Mixtape. 


Born in Belfast, Andy studied 
English literature in university, 
while playing guitar in a 
campus wonderband. After 
graduation he started releasing 
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Fearing & White 


solo records; his collaborations 
have included Peter Gabriel 
and Sinéad O’Connor. 


Stephen was born in Vancouver 
but raised in Dublin. He 
returned to Canada in 1981, 
and has since released eight 
solo records and was a founder 
of Blackie and the Rodeo 
Kings. 


After years of collaboration 
and an increasing repertoire 
of songs, Andy and Stephen 
decided to record an album 
together. Because Andy lived 
in Australia, however, they 
weren't eligible for grants. 

The geographic distance, 

their careers and families, 
were further complications. 
Calgary-based oilman and 
music lover Andrew Hogg 
stepped up and offered not just 
to record their album, but also 
to create a label for it. 


Recorded in Guelph, Ont., 

the 13-song Fearing & White 
is the inaugural record of 
LowdenProud Records. It’s a 
mesmerizing blend of Beatles- 
inflected harmonies, Stephen’s 
bluesy guitars, and Andy’s 
folk-punk aesthetic. Their 
music is, as one reviewer put 
it, “the happy result of a long 
friendship that has survived 
both the tyranny of distance 
and the travails of the road.” JS

Jeremy Fisher 

Québec 

Hitting the road to tour a 
country as big as Canada can 
be a daunting task for many 
performers, but for Hamilton- 
born singer/songwriter Jeremy 
Fisher simply hopping in a van 
apparently wasn't challenge 
enough. Instead, in support of 
his self-released 2001 debut, 
Back Porch Spirituals, Jeremy 
toured from Seattle to Halifax 
by bicycle, spanning six 
months, 7,500 kilometres and 
30 performances (and aptly 
dubbing the effort the “One 
Less Tourbus” tour). 


It was a fitting launch to a 
career which has earned 

him two Juno nominations, 
combining the unorthodox 
approach to music-making that 
has earned Jeremy a sizeable 
cult following on both sides of 
the 49" Parallel in the decade 
since he started pedalling. It 
was also an indication of his 
wanderlust, reflected by the 
fact that each of his albums 
has been recorded while 
Jeremy called a different city 
home (Back Porch Spirituals in 
Seattle, 2004’s Let It Shine in 
Victoria, 2007’s Goodbye Blue 
Monday in Vancouver). 


A talented wordsmith and 
masterful storyteller, Jeremy’s 
complex, acoustic-driven 
arrangements have drawn

comparisons to Paul Simon’s 
work. His 2010 release, Flood, 
recorded in Toronto and the 
second of his albums produced 
with the help of Hawksley 
Workman (and which came 
on the heels of another tour- 
by-bike) is ornate, acoustic 
folk-pop, fleshed out with 
mandolins, tenor guitars, 
open-tuned 12 strings, piano, 
timpani and a range of other 
instruments. Sputnik.com 
calls Flood “a combination of 
endearing folk-style vocals 
and ridiculously catchy tunes 
... every single track on Flood 
sounds like the most important 
song on the album, and that 
alone makes it unforgettable.” 


Not just a multi- 
instrumentalist, Jeremy is 

also a talented visual artist 
who creates and directs music 
videos, including his stop- 
motion video for Goodbye Blue 
Monday's “Cigarette,” which 
has attracted over two million 
views on YouTube. SH

The Flatlanders 
United States 


It’s a well-known fact that 
Texas breeds songwriters. 
Jimmie Dale Gilmore, Joe 

Ely and Butch Hancock are 
three of the best from the Lone 
Star State, and all three have 
illustrious careers. 


It’s a lesser-known fact that 
they started playing together 
in Lubbock nearly 40 years 
ago, and had a band that sort 
of fizzled, but didn’t die. In 
1973, they put out an album 
called Jimmie Dale and 

the Flatlanders — only on 
eight-track. The album went 
nowhere, getting little airplay, 
and the three parted ways, 
but on friendly terms. Nearly 
20 years later, after all three 
had become known singer- 
songwriters, that recording 
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finally got a proper release with 
the title, More A Legend Than 
A Band. 


The trio reunited in 1998 when 
asked to write a song for The 
Horse Whisperer soundtrack. 
The chemistry was still there, 
and they started touring and 
recording, including Now and 
Again in 2002. The album 
spent 17 weeks at No. 1 on 
the Americana charts and 

21 weeks on the Billboard 
country charts. “Given the 
jaw-dropping quality of the 
disc, three decades is almost 

a reasonable wait,’ praised 
the Washington Post. They 
have since recorded two more 
albums, including the 2009 
release, Hills and Valleys, 
produced by the Grammy- 
award winner, Lloyd Maines. 


The disc’s general theme is the 
emotional ups and downs of 

people’s lives in these troubled 
times. As Butch explains “One 


moment youre sitting on top of 


the world, and the next, you're 
sowing on the mountain and 
reaping in the valleys.” 


Almost 40 years later, Joe 
perhaps sums up the band’s 
philosophy on creativity best. 
“We might as well write music 
and make up songs, because 
there’s not anything that we'd 
rather be doing.” RK

That’s how good he is. 


And for more than two

Maria Muldaur. 


Rusty Reed 


In more than 30 years of 
spectacular but tasteful 
harmonica playing, Rusty 
Reed has backed up some of 
the blues legends, including 
Sunnyland Slim and Long 
John Baldry. And his name 

is always on the marquee at 
Rusty Reed’s House of Blues in 
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Edmonton, which he has run 
for the past year.

Saxophonist Dave Babcock, 
a leading Edmonton jazz and 
R&B player, has performed 
with Petula Clark, Flaco 
Jiminez and the Temptations, 
and recorded with Long John 
Baldry and Jay McShann.

Mary Gauthier 
United States Gc 
If some of Mary Gauthier’s 
songs seem to be on the 
dark side, she comes by it 
honestly. Her life started at 
an orphanage; she became 
a teenage runaway from her 
adoptive family’s home; she 
wrestled with substance 
abuse and spent time in detox, 
even jail. 


But Mary’s story is also 

about triumph. She emerged 
from this to become one of 
the most revered American 
songwriters — and her life has 
provided much of the material, 
especially for her latest disc, 
The Foundling. 


“The acclaimed Louisiana 
singer and songwriter tackles 
the most powerful story of 

all — that of her own life 

— in this extraordinarily 
powerful and clear-eyed song 
cycle encompassing issues 

of abandonment, adoption, 
identity, blame, forgiveness 
and love set to music as 

richly diverse as the thematic 
content,” wrote reviewer Randy 
Lewis of the Los Angeles Times. 


Mary came to music relatively 
late in life. During her 

dark period she attended 
Louisiana State University as a 
philosophy major, and worked 
at a restaurant washing dishes. 
She went to a cooking school 
and started a Cajun restaurant 
called Dixie Kitchen in Boston. 


She sobered up the night it 
opened, and that brought the 
gift of song writing. She began 
singing at open-mic nights in 
Boston’s coffeehouses. She sold 
her share in the restaurant. In 
1997, at age 35, she released her 
debut album. 


Two years later her career 
blossomed with Drag Queens 
in Limousines, which drew a 
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four-star rating in Rolling Stone 
and won several awards. 


Mary says her autobiographical 
The Foundling describes an 
abandoned kid who after many 
hardships “... came through 
the other side of all of this still 
believing in love.” MP

Gipsy Kings featuring 
Nicolas Reyes and 
Tonino Baliarao 
France 


The Gipsy Kings consist of 
the brothers Reyes (Nicolas, 
Canut, Paul, Patchai, Andre) 
and the Baliardos (Tonino, 
Paco, Diego). They are the 
offspring of Gitano from 
northeastern Spain — Romani 
families that had fled into 
France to escape the Spanish 
Civil War in the 1930s. They 
grew up roaming the south of 
France, working harvests and 
making music. Music is in their 
Gypsy blood, and José Reyes, 
father of the Reyes’ brothers, 
was a famous singer who was 
revered by the likes of Pablo 
Picasso and Charlie Chaplin. 


Their progressive pop- 
oriented flamenco was born 
on a warm summer night, as 
they mourned the passing of 
Manitas de Plata, the world- 
famous classical flamenco 
guitarist, who had performed 
with José for many years. 
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Manitas’ death devastated the 
Reyes yet led to a fortuitous 
encounter with the Baliardos 
while on a pilgrimage. On that 
summer night, as they passed 
the guitar, shared songs and 
wine, they shaped the history 
of modern flamenco music. 


Together they busked on the 
streets of Cannes and played 
weddings and parties in St. 
Tropez, flavouring flamenco 
with Western pop and Latin 
rhythms. In 1987 Gipsy 

Kings’ self-titled debut album 
introduced the world to rumba 
gitano — South America’s 
rhumba rhythm married to 
flamenco guitars — and with 
“Bamboleo” they scored a 
huge international hit. Their 
music has been used in movies, 
including their high-octane 
version of “Hotel California” 
in The Big Liebowski. 


Today the Gipsy Kings still 
live with their families in the 
south of France. Life may have

changed for them - they no 
longer busk on streets or pick 
crops when times are hard, or 
travel in caravans. Their music 
has evolved over the years, but 
they still share the energy of 
their Gypsy background. ER

Donal Clancy spent much 

of his youth in Canada and 
the United States before 
moving back to Co, Waterford 
in Ireland. The son of Liam 
Clancy, he started learning 
traditional Irish music on the 
tin whistle at the age of eight, 
soon moving on to guitar, 
being inspired not only by Irish 
players but also early country 
blues. He has toured with his 
father, as well as the Eileen 
Eivers Band and Solas. 


Benny McCarthy is one of 
Ireland’s top button accordion 
players. He is also reputed to 
be well organized, and adds 
producer and engineer to his 
list of skills. He divides his 
time between Dani, Rattle the 
Boards and Raw Bar Collective. 


Daire Bracken comes from 

a family of musicians who 
hold All Ireland titles, his 
brother Shane Bracken being 
a renowned concertina player.

Nanci Griffith 
United States 


Hailed by Rolling Stone as the 
“Queen of Folkabilly”, Nanci 
Griffith has been making 
her mark as a gifted singer- 
songwriter for nearly four 
decades, straddling the 

fine line between folk and 
country music. 


The Texas native found her 
calling early. Landing her first 
professional gig in Austin at the 
age of 14, she soon became a 
regular performer at local clubs 
through her teens and college 
years. After a brief career as 

a teacher, Nanci turned to 
music full-time after winning 

a songwriting award at the 
Kerrville Folk Festival and 
securing a recording contract 
with DF Deal, an independent 
label that in 1978 released 

her first album There’s Lights 
Beyond These Woods (1978). 


A flood of recordings followed, 
including the Grammy- 
nominated Last of the True 
Believers in 1986. The track, 
“Love at the Five and Dime”, 
was covered by Kathy Mattea 
and reached No. 3 on the 
Country charts. Around this 
time, she also scored her first 
Top 40 hit with the title track 
on Lone Star State of Mind, and 
with it popularized the Julie 
Gold song “From a Distance,” 
which was later covered by 
Bette Midler and somehow 
became a hit with American 
soldiers in the first Gulf War in 
1991. In 1988, Nanci had a Top 
10 country hit with the Suzi 
Bogguss version of “Outbound 
Plane,” a song she co-wrote 
with Tom Russell.

After trying her hand at 

pop, Nanci returned to her 

folk roots, achieving further 
success with the Grammy- 
winning Other Voices, Other 
Rooms, which featured Nanci’s 
interpretations of some of the 
greatest folk songs ever written. 


Her latest album, The Loving 
Kind, touches on and matters 
of the heart. With her soft 
Texas accent and and huge 
catalogue of songs, Nanci is 
sure to win our hearts. RK

The Holmes Brothers 
United States 

The Holmes Brothers have 
become the personification 

of bluesy gospel and soul after 
over 30 years of performing 
together. Sherman Holmes’ 
bass playing combined with 
brother Wendell’s guitar and 
piano playing and brother- 
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in-spirit Popsy Dixon’s 
drumming provide the perfect 
background for their amazing 
three part harmony, combining 
R&B, rock ‘n’ roll and country 
with old-time Sunday church 
music. 


Sherman and Wendell Holmes 
were born and raised in 
Christchurch, Virginia where 
their schoolteacher parents 
encouraged the boys’ interest 
in music. They both sang in 
the church choir and Sherman 
studied clarinet and piano 
before taking up the bass, while 
Wendell learned trumpet, 
organ and guitar. 


Sherman studied composition 
and music theory at Virginia 
State University but dropped 
out in 1959, heading to New 
York for a job playing with 
R&B singer Jimmy Jones, who 
wrote the song “Handy Man” 
that was later performed by 
James Taylor. 


Sherman’s younger brother 
Wendell joined him after 
completing high school. They 
met Popsy, a fellow Virginian, 
in New York in 1967 and 
formed The Holmes Brothers 
in 1979. Initially they worked 
mainly in a New York blues 
club. The trio signed with 
Alligator Records in 2001 after 
making several recordings with 
Rounder. Each step has brought 
them greater recognition and 
success. 


The Holmes Brothers 
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When Wendell was diagnosed 
with cancer in 2008, these 
men, close friends both on and 
off stage, called on their faith, 
friends and family. He beat the 
disease, and this experience led 
to their eleventh album, Feed 
My Soul, produced by their old 
friend Joan Osbourne.

Ron Hynes 

Newfoundland 

Widely acknowledged as one 
of Canada’s premiere artists, 
the legendary Ron Hynes 

is likely best known for 
composing “Sonny’s Dream,” 
a song that has become a folk 
classic recorded by dozens of 
artists worldwide. 


With a career that spans 

more that 30 years, the 
Newfoundlander began 
performing on the coffeehouse 
circuit through Atlantic 
Canada and Ontario in 

the early 70s, and was the 
founding member of the 
Wonderful Grand Band, 
which became one of his home 
province’s most popular acts. 


When the group disbanded 

in the early ’80s, Ron turned 
his focus to songwriting. By 
1992, he had compiled an 
impressive catalogue of several 
hundred songs and a reputation 
as one of folk and country 
music’s finest and most prolific 
composers. 


Signed to a recording 
contract with EMI Canada, 
Ron released two critically 
acclaimed albums in the 90s. 
When his association with EMI 
ended in 1997, he went on to 
independently produce 11:11 
Newfoundland Women Sing 
Songs, a collection of songs 
co-written with his then wife 
Connie Hynes, and sung by 
some of Newfoundland’s best 
female singers.

Two independent recordings 
followed, and led to Ron 
signing with Borealis. Under 
the new label, he released 
three albums, including his 
latest, Stealing Genius, a 
collection of songs influenced 
by the writings of notable 
Newfoundland authors. This 
follows the highly praised 
biographical film, The Man 
of a Thousand Songs, an 
intimate and compelling 
portrait of Ron’s personal and 
professional life. 


Along the way, Ron has been 
a six-time East Coast Music 
Award winner, a Genie Award 
winner, and a past JUNO, 
CCMA and Canadian Folk 
Music Awards nominee. 


Author Donna Morrisey 
perhaps sums up the singer- 
songwriter best. “Ron Hynes 

is a grand voyeur of this rough, 
sweet life, a melody writer of 
the first order, a storyteller, a 
philosopher, a poet and a kick- 
ass performer that makes my 
hair stand on end.” RK

Wanda Jackson 

United States 

The Queen of Rockabilly, the 
First Lady of Rock ‘n’ Roll and 
the onetime girlfriend of Elvis 
Presley is back. And with a 
history in the music business 
as long as the history of rock 


| 


T roll, Wanda Jackson can 
still rock. 


The daughter of an Oklahoma 
musician, Wanda began her 
professional music career in 
1954 while still a high school 
student. Her song, “You Can't 
Have My Love,” hit No. 8 on 
the country music charts in 
1955, and she hit the road, 

a number of times sharing 

the stage with Elvis, and she 
even dated him for a while. 
Elvis also showed her the 
world of rockabilly and rock 
and roll, and convinced her 

to move from country music 
to rockabilly. Wanda had a 
number of Top 10 hits, and 
with her signature vocal growl 
and upbeat music (from bands 
that include then unknown 
sidemen Buck Owens and Roy 
Clark), she released some of 
the most influential rock music 
of the time. 


Bruce Springsteen, k.d. lang, 
Bob Dylan, Lemmy from 
Motorhead and numerous 
others count Jackson as a key 
influence. “Any girl that’s 
rebelled should know the name 
of Wanda Jackson,” the Los 
Angeles Times wrote in 2009. 
It was also in 2009 that Wanda 
was inducted into the Rock 

‘n’ Roll Hall of Fame as an 
early influence. Her 31" studio 
album, The Party Ain’t Over, 
produced by White Stripes 
frontman Jack White, hit No. 


Wanda Jackson 
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17 on Billboard’s top rock 
albums just after its release 
early this year, proving once 
again that rock and roll never 
dies. WA

Sarah Jarosz 
United States 


Sarah Jarosz is a wunderkind. 
No ifs ands or buts about it, it 
cannot be denied. If you look 
up the words wunderkind, 

or prodigy or precocious in 
almost any dictionary, chances 
are you'll find her picture there. 


Sarah is a Texas musician who 
began singing in public at the 
age of two, played bluegrass 
festivals across the United 
States before she was a teenager,

drive. And by the time she was 
old enough to vote, she had 
released her first album, Song 
Up in Her Head and garnered 
a Grammy nomination. Did 
we mention her first album

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that she appeared on A Prairie 
Home Companion and Austin 
City Limits? 


She accomplished all of this 
before the age of 20. She wrote 
many of her lyrics during class 
in high school, and managed 
to graduate and enter college. 


Sara is not only a highly 
talented master of the 
clawhammer banjo and 
mandolin; she is also a great 
guitarist and a wonderful 
singer with a voice that the 
Austin Chronicle called 
“clear as water, as settled 
and steadfast as her songs.” 
She is also an accomplished 
songwriter by writing all 
but two of the songs on her 
debut album. One of those 
songs, “Mansinneedof,” was 
nominated for a Grammy in 
the Country Instrumental 
Performance category. She

James Keelaghan Trio 
Alberta / Ontario 


Fans of literate and well-crafted 
songs have followed James 
Keelaghan’s musical journeys 
for more than 25 years. Some 
songs weave their way through 
clearly drawn historical stories 
with underlying universal 
themes, while others examine 
the depths of the soul and the 
emotional trails of human 
relations. He is one of Canada’s 
finest songwriters. 


His masterful storytelling 

has, over the course of 11 
recordings, been part of the 
bedrock of his success, earning 
James nominations and awards, 
including a Juno and acclaim 
from Australia to Scandinavia. 
James is a voracious reader, 
especially of history books, 

but inspiration can come in 
many forms. “I’m always on 

the lookout for a good story or 
idea,” he says. “My sister told 
me the story that became ‘Kiri’s 
Piano, a song that visits a dark 
chapter in Canadian history 

— Japanese internment camps 
in the Second World War. The 
image of someone sacrificing 
their prized possession in order 
to maintain their dignity was 
too powerful to ignore.” 


Growing up in Calgary, James 
absorbed a wide variety of 
music, from Harry Belafonte 
to Captain Beefheart. He cites 
Liam Clancy for his vocals

and guitar style, the poetry 
of Yeats and his father’s great 
ability as a storyteller for 

his lyrical style, and says he 
continues to be influenced by 
his contemporaries, including 
David Francey and the late 
violinist Oliver Schroer, his 
accompanist for many years. 


James’s voice attracts almost 
as much attention as his 
songwriting. Time Out 
London called his voice a 
“smooth coffee rich baritone, 
and it is definitely one of the 
most distinctive and readily 
identifiable voices on both the 
Canadian and international 
singer-songwriter scenes.” 
Dirty Linen said: “Keelaghan’s 
voice is so easy to listen to that 
the thorns in his lyrics can 
catch the listeners unawares.” 


He is accompanied by bassist 
David Woodhead and 
guitarist/keyboard player 
David Matheson. ER

Angelique Kidjo 
Benin/United States 
Angelique Kidjo grew up 
listening to James Brown and 
Jimi Hendrix alongside the 


traditional sounds of her native 


Benin, West Africa, but it was 
another iconic figure — one 

closer to home — that had the 
most profound impact on her. 


South African singer Miriam 
Makeba proved to be a 
personal inspiration to the 
young Angelique, as much 

as a musical one, in a part of 
the world hostile to female 
performers. “It comes from a 
deep-seated belief that playing 
music — particularly modern 
music — is a disgrace,” she told 
the London Daily Telegraph last 
year. “That’s why there aren't 
many female singers in Africa. 
So for me, there was only one 
possible role model.” 


The comparison has followed 
her in the decades since 
Angelique became known, in 
the words of Time magazine, 
as “Africa’s premier diva.” 
She is the continent’s most 
internationally celebrated 
singer, and one of its most 
outspoken voices, since 
Makeba. 


Angelique launched her career 
in Paris after sneaking out of 
Communist-ruled Benin in 
1983, honing her voice in a jazz 
school and joining a jazz band 
called Pili Pili, with whom she 
recorded three albums before 
getting her big break with the 
release of her first solo disc, 
called Parakou. “Someone sent 
it to (Island Records founder) 
Chris Blackwell, and he sent a 
fax: ‘Chase her down  ... I still 
have the fax,” she recalled. 


Angelique Kidjo 
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In the decades Since, she 

has continued to combine 
the sounds of her homeland 
with rock, soul and jazz ina 
series of albums that, says the 
Daily Telegraph, “have found 
an audience way beyond the 
confines of the world music 
scene.” 


Angelique has also given back 
to the continent where she was 
born, starting a foundation to 
promote education for girls in 
Africa and acting as a goodwill 
ambassador for UNICEF. TS

Kila 

Ireland 

One thing you can say about 
Kila, the award-winning 
traditional Irish fusion group is 
that at least they’re humble. On 
their website, their bio is simple 
and empty of grandiose claims. 


“1987,” Kila’s biography begins. 
“Band formed in Colaiste Eoin, 
Dublin. Boys play their first gig 
upstairs in Baggot Inn where 
three people attend.” And so 

it goes. 


Their bio is a refreshingly 
realistic look at life in a band, 
from bouts of tendonitis 

to computer crashes that 
destroy album cover art to 

the departure of various band 
members over the years. There 
is little self-congratulation 

on their success, even though 
Kila’s success has been great. 
Since the band’s formation, 
they've been considered the 
saviours of contemporary 

[rish music, especially on their 
influential albums, Tég E Go 
Bog E in 1997 and Lemonade e& 
Buns in 2000, Singing mostly in 
Gaelic, with a lot of percussion 
occasionally supplementing 
traditional instruments such as 





) 


fiddle, uillean pipes, bazouki 
and guitar, Kila adds a unique 
voice to Irish music. 


‘The band has performed 
almost everywhere in the 
world, from Japan to Australia, 
Ireland to New York, and won 
a series of awards including 
the 2002 Meteor Award for 
best traditional music act. They 
even collaborated with French 
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composer, Bruno Coulais, for 
the soundtrack of the Oscar- 
nominated animated film, The 
Secret of Kells. They recently 
welcomed the Dalai Lama 

to Dublin with a song that 
translates to “The Children are 
Laughing.” 


But all these accomplishments 
are muted by the band, not 
beaten to death. “I’m just into 
the music, not the other [PR] 
stuff,” says Ronan O Snodaigh. 
Other members of the band, all 
multi-instrumentalists, include 
Rossa and Colm O Snodaigh, 
Dee Armstrong, Eoin Dillon, 
Seanan Brennan, and Lance 
and Brian Hogan. 


“When you're playing live, 
nothing matters except you and 
that person who’s dancing,” 
Ronan says. “You're having an 
experience with the audience. 
You're not thinking. There’s no 
thinking until afterwards.” WA

The Amazing Kreskin 
United States 


“Even now, I know what 
youre thinking,” the Amazing 
Kreskin likes to say. 


That being the case, he knows it 
was widely considered another 
amazing feat when the famed 
mentalist landed on the bill of 
this year’s Folkfest. 


Consider it the latest surprise 
in a career that has raised 
eyebrows for the past 65 years, 
ever since Kreskin came 

to the attention of the New 
York Times at age 11. He so 
impressed Johnny Carson that 
he inspired the Tonight Show 
host’s Carnac the Magnificent 
character, including the based- 
on-a-true-story trademark 
pratfall. 


Kreskin went on to his own 
TV series, The Amazing World 
of Kreskin (produced in Ottawa

and Toronto for most of its 
1971-75 run), dozens of talk- 
show appearances (Carson, 
Letterman, Regis) and more 
than a dozen books. He still 
spends much of his time on 
the road. 


During most of those decades, 
the 76-year-old former George 
Joseph Kresge — long since 
legally changed to T.A. Kreskin 
— has preferred to be called 
not a psychic but a “mentalist.” 


“Tam not a mind reader, 
because that implies I can 
totally penetrate the process 
of the human brain,” Kreskin 
told the Calgary Herald’s 
Valerie Fortney in 2003. “On 
many occasions, I can perceive 
a single thought or a series of 
simple thoughts if the subjects 
are tuned to me and willing 
to open their imaginations to 
receive or project. I am totally 
helpless if they refuse.” TS

Tony Bennett calls her “the 
best singer of her generation.” 
She has four Grammies and 
eight Junos under her belt, and 
she’s an officer of the Order of 
Canada. Sometimes it’s easy to 
forget that the legendary k.d. 


k.d. lang 





lang was born in Edmonton 
and raised in Consort, Alberta. 


In the ’80s, with her cowboy 
boots and punk dresses, she 
dived headlong into country 
music. Studying at Red Deer 
College, k.d. had fallen in love 
with the music of Patsy Cline, 
and in 1983, she formed the 
Reclines. 


When she won the Juno in 
1985 for “most promising 

new artist,” k.d. accepted the 
award in a wedding dress, and 
proceeded to make promises 
to the crowd. 


The world took notice of her 
voice when Roy Orbison chose 
k.d. to accompany him ona 
recording of “Crying.” The duet 
snagged a Grammy in 1989 and 
introduced k.d. to an American 
audience. She received another 
Grammy for Absolute Torch 
and Twang, and yet another for 
the 1992 album, Ingénue. The 
latter, k.d.’s least country album 
yet, included “Miss Chatelaine” 
and “Constant Craving.” 


That year, k.d. came out as 

a lesbian in The Advocate 
magazine. Although she 
expected a negative response, 
the opposite occurred, 
including that famous cover 
shot of her in a barber’s chair 
with supermodel Cindy 
Crawford “shaving” her face. 
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For her latest album, Sing it 
Loud, she has rediscovered her 
country roots and has more 
fun. “T always figured there 
was a huge portion of k.d. lang 
that was based on humour, 
and somehow I forgot that 
truckload,” she says. “Now 

I've found it again.” 


She has collaborated with Siss 
Boom Bang, who brought 
such “an extra zest to the 
record” that k.d. wanted them 
to have full billing. They are: 
Joe Pisapia (guitar), Daniel 
Clarke (piano and organ), 
Fred Eltringham (drums 

and percussion), Josh Grange 
(guitar and steel guitar) and 
Lex Price (bass). JS

Drawing on her blue-collar 
origins, Illinois native 
Elisabeth Maurus, who goes 
by the name Lissie, catapulted 
herself onto the music scene 
with her remarkable voice 
and songwriting talent. Often 
compared to other strong 
trailblazing rock and roll 
women such as Stevie Nicks 
and Chrissie Hynde, Lissie with 
her own unique blend of folk, 
rock and blues is proving she 
is her own woman. She is even 
known to perform “Stairway 
to Heaven.” 


Leaving college to pursue her 
music career, Lissie headed 
west to Los Angeles were she 
became a regular fixture on 
the local club circuit, releasing 
a self-titled EP in 2007. The 
following year, veteran rocker 
Lenny Kravitz asked her to 
open for him on tour. 


Her music appeared on shows 
like The O.C., Veronica Mars 
and House, but things really 
picked up in 2009 when Lissie 
released the EP Why You

Runnin’, which earned her 
high praise and broader media 
coverage in major publications, 
such as Nylon and Marie Claire 
and Rolling Stone. 


Her first full-length disc, 
Catching a Tiger, showcases 
her impressive vocal range and 
ability to pen emotionally- 
charged lyrics. Named best 
new solo artist of 2010 by 
Paste Magazine and included 
in the Boston Globe’s “Names 
to Know,” Lissie has spent the 
past year on tour promoting 
the disc. When she’s not on the 
road, the up and coming star 
can be found at her farmhouse 
in Ojai, CA, where “there are 
mountains outside my front 
door and it’s really quiet, which 
means I get a lot of work done, 
and have time to myself which 
is essential for me to function.”

Lyle Lovett 
and his Large Band 
United States 


Early in his career, an 
unknown young Texas singer 
called Lyle Lovett, with the 
high cheekbones and even 
higher hairdo, came to Folkfest 
with a trio and blew everybody 
away. People on the hill were 
saying: “Who is this guy?” 


Twenty-three years later, 
everyone knows who Lyle 








Lovett is — whether through 
his 13 albums or his acting 

in Robert Altman films. But 
most of all, it’s that amazing 
catalogue of songs. Songs such 
as “If 1 Had a Boat,” “Cowboy 
Man,” San Antonio Girl,” “My 
Baby Don’t Tolerate,” and many 
more, have become staples 

in the American songbook. 
With his uniquely acerbic 
writing and singing style, 

Lyle has definitely earned his 
four Grammy awards and 

his honorary doctorate of 
letters from the University of 
Houston. And it takes a real 
man to belt out “Stand By Your 
Man,” which was used in the 
movie, The Crying Game. 


“The secret of Lyle Lovett’s 
endurance comes down to the 
three C’s: class, charisma and 
consistency...” says Esquire 
Magazine. “In the studio 

and on stage with his giant 
orchestra, he’s spent two 
decades gracefully matching 
genuine songcraft with A-list 
musicianship.” 


Born in the small town of 
Klein, Texas, which was 
founded by his great great 
grandfather, Lyle grew up 
deeply affected by music in 
the form of hymns in his 
Lutheran school or watching 
the Beatles on the Ed Sullivan 
Show. He studied German 
and journalism at University, 
but his friendship with his 
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neighbour, songwriter Robert 
Earl Keen launched him into 
a musical direction. 


In an interview with the 
Toronto Star, Lyle said he 
strives to make his songs 
thoughtful, songs that mean 
something and will bear 
repeated live. “If I step up 

on that stage, I’d better have 
something to say.” And backed 
by his Large Band, complete 
with a horn section, he’s sure 
to make his point. MS

Janiva Magness 
United States 


“T gotta right to the sing the 
blues,” goes the old chestnut, 
and if anyone has a right to 
sing it, Janiva Magness surely 
does. Growing up in Detroit, 
by the age of 17 she had lost 
both parents to suicide, was 

in and out of 12 foster homes 
and had given up her first baby 
for adoption. As she told the 
Christian Science Monitor, she 
was “unlovable,” and was often 
homeless. 


Janiva was saved by the blues. 
She saw a show in Minneapolis 
by singer/guitarist Otis Rush, 
who “... played as if his life 
depended on it. ... I knew, 
whatever it was, I needed more 
of it. It was as if the music 
chose me.” 


Janiva, now based in Los 
Angeles, has been performing 
for almost three decades, 
appearing 150 nights a year all 
over the world, and has released 
nine albums since 1997, most 
recently The Devil Is an Angel 
Too. At the 2008 Edmonton 
Labatt Blues Festival, she “tore 
up the stage,” Tom Murray 
wrote in the Edmonton Journal. 
“Magness undoubtedly has her 
own thing happening.”

She’s a two-time winner of 

the best contemporary female 
artist for the Blues Foundation, 
and two years ago became the 
only woman other than Koko 
Taylor to win the B.B. King 
entertainer of the year honour. 
“I adored and worshipped Koko 
for so long that it’s really hard 
for me to wrap myself around 
it,” she says, “but I couldn’t be 
prouder of that award.” 


Offstage, she’s a spokeswoman 
for U.S. National Foster Care 
Month in May. “It gives the 
earliest part of my life that 

was so deeply painful and so 
terribly troubled and dramatic 
— it gives it purpose,” she says. 
“Because without being able to 
tell the story ... it doesn’t make 
any sense.” TS

Taj Mahal Trio 
United States 


Mick Jagger called him “a 
living link to the old blues 
tradition,” but the blues, while 
it made him famous more than 
40 years ago, is only a small 
part of what Taj Mahal is about. 


Like Ry Cooder, who was 
briefly a bandmate in the 
mid-sixties, Taj is a musical 
explorer in styles from calypso, 
to reggae, R&B and the oral 
traditions of African griots 

as well as country blues. 


“What I'm trying to do in my 
life,” he once said, “is honour 
my ancestors from several 
traditions — the musicians 
from the American South, the 
Caribbean and South America, 
West Africa and Native 
Americans. As an American, 
I make use of every line that 
comes to me. I’m sorry if it’s 
difficult for some people to 
understand that, but we’re all 
connected.” 


On another occasion, Taj 
described himself as “a 
composer who plays songs 
from the tradition, but also 
interested in the cousins, the 
family lines of the tradition.” 


For Taj Mahal, born Henry 
St. Claire Fredericks in 1942 
to a pianist/composer father 
of Caribbean descent and a 
gospel-singing mother from 
South Carolina, musical and 
cultural diversity was almost 
literally all in the family. 


Now 69, with a discography 
spanning more than three 
dozen albums (two of them 
Grammy winners) and 
thousands of road miles behind 
him, does he want to slow 
down? “If I could do just 50 or 
so great dates a year and spent 
more time in the garden and 
fishing, that would be fine by 
me,’ he told a journalist. TS

Taj Mahal 
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Imelda May 


Ireland 


Imelda May is unmistakable 
both in her sultry music and 
her personal style with her 
signature black ponytail and 
blonde curl rising above her 
forehead. 


Imelda absorbed the music 

her four older siblings played 
and by the age of nine she had 
fallen in love with rockabilly 
and the blues, and her show 

is still strongly rockabilly 
influenced, with a rockin’ band 
co-fronted by her husband and 
guitar player, Darrel Higham, 
and a lot of slap bass. 


She began singing in clubs 
when she was 16, and was 
occasionally barred from her 
own shows for being underage. 
At one point her biggest career 
success was making 40 pounds 
to sing an ad for Findus Fish 
Fingers, followed by a gig in 
burlesque clubs. It was around 
this time, when driving a 
tearful Imelda to a gig, that her 
father asked her “Is your heart 
broken? Excellent. Now you 
can sing the blues.” 


Her debut album Love Tattoo 
was self-produced and released, 
going Triple Platinum in her 
native Ireland. Her current 
album Mayhem was released 
globally by Decca making her 
an international star. 


She has grabbed the attention 
of music industry heavy hitters, 
including Jools Holland and 
Jeff Beck, with whom she 
performed at the 2010 
Grammy Awards. 


In 2009, Imelda knocked Bruce 
Springsteen off No. 1 to become 
the first female Irish artist to 
top the Irish album charts in 

20 years. She then went on to 
win Female Artist of the Year 
at the Irish Meteor Awards. 
Imelda’s busy tour schedule

this year includes prestigious 
festivals such as WOMAD and 
Glastonbury. 


According to Clash magazine, 
“the problem with an artist 
like Imelda May is that she’s so 
good it makes a critical review 
almost impossible to write; her 
performance is flawless.”

John Mayall 
United Kingdom, United States 


John Mayall has been called 
the “Godfather of British 
blues,” but his musical influ- 
ence has been deeply felt on 
both sides of the pond. 


Go back nearly 50 years, 

when the famed British Blues 
Explosion was starting to 
simmer, and you'll find John at 
the centre of it. After working 
with Alexis Korner, he formed 
the Bluesbreakers, which 
nurtured some of the greatest 
musicians to come out of the 
United Kingdom. To name 

a few, try Eric Clapton, Mick 
Taylor who went on to the 
Rolling Stones, Mick Fleetwood 
and John McVie who formed 
Fleetwood Mac and Andy 
Fraser, a founding member of 
Free. Clapton once said: “John 
Mayall has actually run a great 
school for musicians.” 


John, who has lived in Los 
Angeles for 40 years, has not 





only helped the careers of great 
American bluesmen such as 
Coco Montoya and Walter 
Trout, but he has collaborated 
on recordings and on stage 
with some of the greatest blues 
legends, including Albert 
Collins, Otis Rush, Buddy Guy, 
Larry Taylor and his longtime 
friend, John Lee Hooker. 


John was smitten by the blues 
at an early age. Growing up 
in the shadow of the Second 
World War in the industrial 
town of Macclesfield near 
Manchester, he listened to his 
guitarist father’s collection 

of blues and jazz records, 

and became equally adept at 
playing guitar, harmonica and 
piano, as well as developing 

a unique growling voice. 





Music was a second career for 
John. He went to art school and 
worked as a graphic artist after 
a three-year stint in Korea with 
the British Army. But Alexis 
Korner convinced him to move 
to London in the ’60s at the age 
of 30, and the rest is history.

Over his career John has 
received numerous awards, 
including Grammys and was 
appointed to the honours list 
of the Order of the British 
Empire. Now 77, this father 
of six still has a powerhouse 
worth of energy to offer to 
lovers of the blues on both 
sides of the Atlantic. MS

The Del McCoury Band 
and The Preservation 
Hall Jazz Band 

United States 


At first glance, it seems an 
unlikely marriage: a hardcore 
bluegrass band and a brass 
band dedicated to perpetuating 
New Orleans jazz. But the 
combination of the Del 
McCoury Band and the 
Preservation Hall Jazz Band 
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turns out to be a marriage 
made in heaven. 


The two turn out to have much 
in common in their roots. 
Bluegrass, born in the hills of 
Appalachia in the 1940s, with 
its flatted thirds and sevenths, 
borrows liberally from the 
blues, just like jazz. Both forms 
feature improvisation. And the 
gospel influence weighs heavily 
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on both bluegrass and New 
Orleans jazz. 


The differences between the 
two forms create the unique 
chemistry. Rolling Scruggs- 
style five-string banjo replaces 
the strummed tenor four-string 
banjo of Dixieland. Percussive 
mandolin adds a new element 
of rhythm. And wailing 

fiddle over a brass instrument 
background can hardly be 
described. 


Del has been a bluegrass leader 
for nearly 50 years, playing 

in an early version of Bill 
Monroe’s Bluegrass Boys before 
forming his own band in the 
1960s. Although wedded to the 
tradition, he has never been 
afraid to try new things, such 
as Richard Thompson songs. 


For 50 years Preservation has 
fulfilled its mission for New 
Orleans jazz, performing all 


118 Ave. Edmonton . AB 
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over the world from Carnegie 
Hall to a special performance 
for the King of Thailand. 
Named after a theatre built 
over 200 years ago that still 
offers one of the purest musical 
experiences, it has gone 
through several generations 
of players but is still a family 
affair, under the direction of 
Ben Jaffe, the son of founders 
Allan and Sandra. 


The partnership started after 
Del’s band played a gig in New 
Orleans, which was followed 
by an invitation to Ben to join 
his band on tuba at the Grand 
Ol’ Opry, the first time a tuba 
had ever graced that stage. That 
was the start of a beautiful 
relationship. MS

But Popo proves 
otherwise. 


Popo inherited a love of 

the traditional music and 
instruments of Rwanda and 
Burundi. In Canada he has 
made an additional connection 
with rock and roll, blues, 

jazz, R&B, reggae and folk

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traditions. His music shows 
a whimsical mixture of thése 
world cultures. 


Popo was a member of the 2004 
Juno Award winning African 
Guitar Summit, a hugely 
popular group comprised of 
seasoned African musicians 
from across Canada, and has 
received great press for his 
ground breaking solo work. 
His 2007 solo release, Muhazi, 
won the Canadian Folk Music 
Award for Best World Music 
Group that year and he has 
been touring constantly 

ever since. 


Popo’s latest release, Gakondo 
(meaning origin or tradition) 
is 100 percent Rwandan and 
sung solely in Kinyarwanda. It 
was nominated for a 2011 Juno 
in Best World Music category. 
Some songs are traditionally 
Rwandan, while others are 
Popo’s own imaginings of his 
ancestral past. Yes, Popo has 
found plenty of reasons to sing 
“Life is a Celebration.” MP

In their song, “Five Years 
Time,” Noah and the Whale 
belt out a chorus that speaks 
of “fun, fun, fun, fun.”

They’ve been compared to the 
likes of the Smiths, Belle and 
Sebastien, and you might even 
hear a little Kinks influence 

in their lyrics, delivered 
sometimes with collective 
tongues planted firmly in 
cheeks, sometimes facing 
serious issues such as life itself. 
The band also cites the poet/ 
novelist Charles Bukowski and 
Tom Waits as major influences 
as they create the profiles of the 
people who inhabit their songs. 


Although they are still 
relatively unknown in North 
America, they are downright 
famous across the pond, and 
have graced the stages of big 
festivals such as Glastonbury 
and the Cambridge Folk 
Festival. However, faithful 
followers of the sophisticated 
television show Cougar Town 
will have heard their song, 
“Here Comes My Girl.” 


Formed in 2006, the band is 
named after their favourite 
movie, The Squid and the 
Whale, and the film’s director, 
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Noah Baumbach. Their 
cinematic interest extends to 
their work: they made a film 
that follows the entire disc, 
The First Day of Spring. 


Over these five years, the 
band has endured some 
personnel changes, including 
the departure of English 
songstress Laura Marling, and 
a heartbreaking theft of their 
equipment, which was later 
recovered, but has managed to 
retain their irresistible indie- 
folk, jangly pop sound. 


The band consists of Charlie 
Fink (vocals, guitar, ukulele), 
Tom Hobden (fiddle and 
keyboards), Matt “Urby 
Whale” Owens (electric 
bass), Fred Abbott (guitar 
and keyboards), and Michael 
Petulla (drums). MS

Their work has earned them 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
awards, an East Coast Music 
Award 2010 nomination and, 
a Galaxie Rising Star Award. 


They have performed at 
prestigious festivals such as the 
The Stan Rogers International 
Folk and Lunenburg Folk 
Harbour Festival, as well 

as appearing at the 2010 
Vancouver Olympics and 

the Vinyl Café. 


Their sound ranges from 
ballads with “vocal harmonies

Los Paperboys have been 
selling out venues throughout 
the globe, without the support 
of a major label or commercial 
radio play. It is word of mouth 
and independent print and 
radio that have fuelled their 
success. Although there are 
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many common themes on their 
albums, not one of their CDs 
sounds the same. They are a 
band constantly stretching in 
new directions. 


Los Paperboys definitely create 
folk music with a respect 

for tradition without being 
traditional, and it’s definitely 
music you can dance to.

Tim Robbins and the

Tim Robbins’ new mid-life 
career as a singer-songwriter 
might seem like a sharp turn 
for the Oscar-winning actor.

Tim grew up around folk 
music, his recently-deceased

father, Gil, being a member 

of popular early 60s folk 

band, the Highwaymen. Tim 
remembers seeing the inside of 
Greenwich Village clubs when 
he was a boy, and he always 
carried a guitar with him, even 


after acting became his day job. 


In the early ’90s he used his 
singing and songwriting skills 
in the dark satire Bob Roberts, 
a movie about a right-wing 
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folksinger who turns to politics. 


He wrote the songs, and there 
was even talk of a soundtrack 
album, but Tim, whose views 
are far to the left of those 
expressed in the movie, nixed 
that idea. 


Steeped in the American folk 
tradition with influences from 
Pete Seeger to Tom Waits, 
Tim’s work has been compared 
to that of Bruce Springsteen’s 
Nebraska. Producer Hal 
Willner invited him to join 

up with the crack seven-piece 
band of multi-instrumentalists, 
the Rogues Gallery Band, 
and they have toured from the 
United Kingdom to Australia. 
“It’s a really amazing thing to 
watch someone making his 
first record at fifty,” explains 
Willner. “You're seeing the 
birth of some really wonderful 
songwriting. It’s got incredible 
beauty, incredible anger, 
everything music can do.” MS

The Duke 
Robillard Band 
United States 


It may be a term that’s too- 
often thrown around, but if 
ever a performer was deserving 
of the term “legend,” it’s 

blues guitar virtuoso Duke 
Robillard. No less an authority 
than B.B. King put it simply: 
“Duke’s one of the great 
players” and the Houston Post 
has called him “one of God’s 
guitarists.” 


Since co-founding Roomful 
of Blues back in 1967, through 
his years with The Fabulous 
Thunderbirds and now with 
the Duke Robillard Band 
(rounded out by Doug James 
on tenor and baritone saxes, 
Bruce Bears on keyboards, 
Brad Hallen on bass and Mark 
Teixiera on drums), Duke has 
been a decades-spanning force 
in the blues. Over his 40-plus

year career of melding the 
blues, jazz, swing, rockabilly 
and R&B, Duke has played 
with everyone from Pinetop 
Perkins to Jimmy Witherspoon, 
from Bob Dylan to Tom Waits, 
and boasts a discography that’s 
too long to list. Despite being 
in the fifth decade of his storied 
career, he shows no signs of 
slowing down; still playing as 
many 250 shows a year. 


He is the four-time Best 
Guitarist Winner at the 

Blues Music Awards, a 2010 
Grammy Nominee for Best 
Traditional Blues Album for 
that year’s Stomp! The Blues 
Tonight, which also earned 

him the Blues Music Award 
nod for Traditional Blues Male 
Artist of the Year and three 
other nominations. His latest 
release on Stony Plain Records 
is 2010’s acclaimed Passport 

to the Blues. “A guitarist’s 
guitarist, prolific producer, and 
master of all things blues, Duke 
Robillard walks the tightrope 
between traditionalism and 
experimentation,” says Blues 
Revue magazine. “He’s a master 
of many styles who moves 
forward while maintaining a 
firm grounding in the past.” SH

Garnet Rogers 
Ontario 


Garnet Rogers had a Volvo 
and he put over a million miles 
on it. He had to. Getting to 

gigs in the myriad of folkie- 
loving towns throughout North 
America takes a lot of driving 
and the Volvo was the best way 
to get around. No big tour bus 
with all the amenities for this 
singer. 


The Garnet Rogers Story 
describes a man who worked 
hard for years to build his 
career and like his Volvo, has 
the miles on his odometer to 
prove it. And he had to do it 
twice. In the early part of his 
musical career, Garnet was 

a key member of his older 
brother’s band. And during the 
1970s, they built their career 
the old school way: one song, 
one gig, one record, one fan at a 
time. But then Stan Rogers was 
killed in a plane crash in 1983, 
and Garnett had to start again 
— this time on his own. 


So he lowered his six-foot-six 
frame into the Volvo, toured 
the continent one town at 

a time, played the songs he 
played with his brother and 
started to write and sing his 
own with that big baritone 
voice. 


Over a million miles, three 
Volvos, countless gigs and 11 
solo albums later, Garnet is

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one of Canada’s greatest folk 
icons. He has turned down 
offers from major labels so 
he can retain his musical 
independence, doing it his 
way, which no doubt will 
involve many more miles 

on the highway. WA

Sean Rowe 
United States 


Praised for his abstract lyrical 
phrasing and the way he crafts 
an experience of emotion, 
rather than telling a linear 
tale, Sean Rowe’s honest and 
haunting songwriting have 
already earned comparisons 

to Van Morrision’s Astral 
Weeks phase. He is also blessed 
with a deep baritone voice that 
brings to mind other low- 
pitched masters like Leonard 
Cohen and Tom Waits. 


A self-identified naturalist, 
Sean credits his connection to 
the environment as his biggest 
influence and one that largely 
shapes his songwriting process. 
“I wouldn't be the same writer 
without being able to have a 
connection with the land,” says 
Sean. “Even if it’s not directly 
lyrically about elements like 
trees and sky and things like 
that, I use those metaphors a lot 
because they’re really powerful 
and they represent the kind of 
openness that’s real and raw 
and free.” 


True to form, the bearded 
artist, a modern day Grizzly 
Adams, took a hiatus from 
touring a few years back to 
spend 24 days living off the 
land in his native upstate New 
York. Through this wilderness 
survival experience, he penned 
half of the material that would 
ultimately become his debut 
disc, Magic. 


Recorded in a studio above the 
space where Sean’s grandfather

once ran an Italian restaurant, 
the disc pays homage to what 
Sean believes in and finds 
magical in the world - the 
themes of love, innocence, 

sex and nature. 


Sean confesses that his 
intentions for the disc were 
simple. “I didn’t have any 
ambitions to promote the hell 
out of it or tour,” he says. “T just 
wanted to record a really good 
record.” While Sean’s growing 
fan base would agree that he 
succeeded in delivering a great 
album, any thoughts he had 
about not touring will be put to 
rest. RK

John Rutherford 
Alberta 


Ever since he wandered into 
Bud’s Guitar Store in the 
Toronto suburb of Don Mills 
as a 10-year-old with sticky 
hands, John Rutherford has 
been hooked on guitars. 


Little did he know that his 
early encounter with “dreams 
of glory hung on the wall” 
would somehow lead to a life 
devoted to the guitar, as well as 
memorable songs like “Bud’s 
Guitar Store.” 


John’s career has been like the 
flow of a river, maybe not as 
fast as the Bow and with a few 
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bends along the way, but steady 
and always replenished by the 
source, which happens to be 
the blues. 


In the late 80s John moved to 
Calgary, and was soon playing 
in the house band at the 
infamous King Edward Hotel. 
He learned a lot from the blues 
legends who played the King 
Eddy, and used that knowledge 
in his own projects, which 
over the years included the 
bluesy duo No Guff, the all-star 
Calgary collective Highwater 
Jug Band and regular stints 
with Ronnie Hayward as 

well as the Front Porch Roots 
Review. 


Last year John directed his 
agile playing on vintage 
guitars, gravelly voice and 
songwriting abilities to his first 
solo album, Echo Broadcast, 
which has received airplay 
across the country. Fast 
Forward Weekly describes 
the disc as “raw and smoky 
and despite having a foot in 
the past, it’s undoubtedly 

a blues album for the new 
millennium.” 


When he’s at home, if he’s not 
playing one of the guitars that 
go back as far as the 1930s, 
he’s feeding his soul with 
vinyl, from the ragged copy 
of Beatlemania his mom gave 
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him at the age of six to a recent 
purchase of a Tom Waits 45 
on eBay. MS

The Secret Sisters 
United States 


If there were such a thing as an 
overnight success, The Secret 
Sisters would qualify. Laura 
and Lydia Rogers, direct from 
Muscle Shoals, Alabama, are in 
their early twenties but present 
a retro 1950s look and sound. 


They share a love of classic 
country music and learned 

to harmonize from listening 

to the Everly Brothers and 

Doc Watson. The girls grew 

up in a musical home — their 
grandfather played in a county 
gospel group and their dad was 
a huge fan of George Jones, and 
everybody played. They also 
credit their church in Alabama 
for encouraging a cappella 
singing. But amazingly, Laura 
and Lydia never considered 

a singing career as a duo. 


It took an impromptu Nashville 
audition by Laura to start their 
career. The song she chose 

was by singer Brandi Carlile 

~ “Same Old You.” Lydia had 
been delayed and when the two 
sang together, The Secret Sisters 
were born. 


In a matter of days the girls 
were flown to Los Angeles to 
record a couple of demos and 
within five months of playing 
their first gigs they were 
touring the world, playing with 
stars like Willie Nelson and 
Loretta Lynn. 


The legendary T Bone Burnett 
signed on as executive producer 
of their album on his new label 
Beladroit. As Burnett explains, 
“T have been making music for 
over 40 years and The Secret 
Sisters album is as close to pure 
as it gets.” They have another 
fan in Jack White who was 


responsible for producing the 
Secret Sisters’ debut single, 

a cover of Johnny Cash’s 

“Big River” with the duo's 
harmonies combining with 
his slide guitar solos. 


It’s no secret that there’s 
nothing like the blend of voices 
of sisters, especially when they 
are as clear and pure as those 
of Laura and Lydia. MP

Chris Smither 
United States 


Bonnie Raitt calls Chris 
Smither “my Eric Clapton.” 
This isn’t just idle talk — his 
song, “Love Me Like a Man,” 
has been one of her signature 
tunes for 40 years. 


Chris, who spent much of his 
youth in New Orleans, was 
discovering the blues when he 
was supposed to be studying 
anthropology. This was during 
the 60s, when wider audiences 
were just discovering blues 
legends like Mississippi John 
Hurt and Lightning Hopkins, 
and they had a huge influence 
on Chris’ life as well as his 
music. 


After attending university in 
Paris, Mexico City and New 
Orleans, Chris heeded advice 
by one of his other heroes, 
blues singer Eric Von Schmidt, 
that he should move north

and become part of a scene. 

He ended up in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, where he spent 
time at the home of blues 
promoter and booking agent 
Dick Waterman, a house where 
legends like Son House and 
Fred McDowell, as well as 
Bonnie Raitt, congregated. 


He was soon playing folk 
festivals and recording on the 
United Artists label. But his 
career went through a 12-year 
dormant period as he struggled 
with personal demons, only 

to emerge in the ’80s with 

a long productive period that 
continues today. 


He has recorded 13 albums, 
including several live ones, his 
songs have been done by the 
likes of Emmylou Harris and 
referenced in novels, and he has 
been a guitar teacher of note, 
recording an instructional 
video for Homespun Tapes and 


Chris Smither 
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teaching at Jorma Kaukonen’s 
Fur Farm. And his writing 
isn’t confined to songs: he 
contributed a piece to a 
collection of short stories 

by songwriters. 


Not surprisingly, the critics 

are blown away by Chris’ live 
performances. “Smither is an 
American original, a product 
of the musical melting pot, and 
one of the absolute best singer- 
songwriters in the world,” says 
a review by the Associated 
Press. MS

Ti Coca and

Haiti 

Every year one or two surprises 
come out of nowhere and 
capture not only the ears of us 
locals, but our hearts. 


Ti Coca is one of those 
performers for this year. 
Hailing from one of the poorest 
and hardest-hit countries on 
the earth, earthquake-ravaged 
Haiti, Ti Coca will be an 
upbeat refreshing moment 

in the August sun. Which 

is fitting considering that Ti 
Coca, which is the nickname 
of singer David Mettelus, is 
the local Haitian name for 

a tiny cola bottle. Backed 

by his band, Wanga-Négés, 
which means hummingbird 
in Creole, Ti Coca has been 
delighting audiences in Haiti 
and throughout the world 
since 1976. Their music is a 
mixed of traditional Haitian 
troubadour music, known for 
its use of acoustic instruments 


Ti Coca and Wanga-Négés 
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like guitars, banjos, accordions 
and simple drums, mixed with 
some Cuban and Dominican 
beats. It’s like a slower tempo 
version of Cajun zydeco, 
languid yet still danceable. The 
music is acoustic, not just by 
design but also due to the fact 
that Haiti’s ongoing shortages 
in electricity prevents the 
regular playing of amplified 


music. 


Ti Coca himself sings in a 
pleasantly well-worn voice, very 
well suited to songs chronicling 
the bittersweet aspects of life 
and living in Haiti. Ti Coca’s 
music was also featured in 
Heading South, 2005 French 
film that won two awards at 
the Venice Film Festival. “Once 
heard,” noted the BBC, “(Ti 
Coca) isn’t easily forgotten.” 


The band is touring with the 
support of the Organisation 
internationale de la 
Francophonie.

“You rarely see artists born out 
of fire... and have their careers 
be a controlled burn,” observes 
George Stroumboulopoulos 

of Scottish musician KT 
Tunstall. In 2004, KT literally 
went from an unknown to an 
overnight sensation thanks to 
her phenomenal performance 
of “Black Horse and the 
Cherry Tree” on the Jools 
Holland Show. 


KT’s “overnight success” 
followed years of musical 
dedication. In her twenties, she 
played in various indie bands 
and toured with a klezmer 
band. As she put it in interview 
with Strombo, “I'd fallen in 
with a bunch of wayward 
weirdy-beardies who made very 
alternative, odd, folk music. 
Slowly, I realized that a: I didn’t

have a beard and b: I wasn’t 
writing weird folk music but 
pop music.” 


She decided to head to 

London to try out her, more 
mainstream, style of music. 
Before long, Relentless Records, 
a UK label, signed her and 

in 2001 she released her first 
album, Eye to the Telescope, 
which took off after that night 
on Jools Holland. 


The tour de force was a solo 
performance with nothing 
more than her voice, a guitar, 

a tambourine, and a feedback 
recorder. She live-recorded 
loops — a guitar riff, two layers 
of cooing, a tambourine shake, 
that culminated in a wild 
crescendo of seven vocal layers. 


Afterwards, when her record 
company continued to book 
her live performances, KT tried 
to point out how lucky she was 
that the performance on Jools 
Holland went as well as it did. 
“It could go hideously wrong,” 
she laughed in her interview 
on CBC. “It does go hideously 
wrong sometimes.” 


“Black Horse and the Cherry 
Tree” became one of the big 
hits of 2005 in the United 
Kingdom, and two other 
singles from the album were 
hits. Since then, she’s released 
three more albums. JS

Joe Louis Walker started 
pushing the boundaries of 

the blues when he was a 
teenager, and 40 years later he’s 
still pushing. Incorporating 
elements of rock, R & B, gospel 
and even a little swing jazz, 
while staying connected to the 
roots of the blues that Muddy 
Waters brought to Chicago, his 
searing guitar and soulful voice 
have propelled him to the top 
of the blues mountain. 


Born in the Bay Area to 
migrant farm workers from 
Arkansas, Joe Louis grew up 
cherishing the delta blues 78s 
that his parents brought to 
California. He sang in the choir 
of his grandmother’s church as 
a child, picking up guitar at the 
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Joe Louis Walker 





age of 12, and was playing the 
bars well before he was of legal 
drinking age. 


The San Francisco scene 
brought him gigs and contact 
witha variety of musicians, 
including the Grateful Dead, 
Steve Miller, John Lee Hooker 
and even Jimi Hendrix. But his 
biggest influence was legendary 
guitarist Mike Bloomfield, who

helped Bob Dylan go electric 
in the ‘60s. Bloomfield’s early 
drug-related death pushed Joe 
Louis to change his life, and 
he earned a college degree and 
explored gospel music. 


He dove back into the blues 
in the 1980s, recording solo 
albums that caught the ears 
of critics and vast audiences 
around the world. He figures 
he has played on 140 albums, 
including nearly 20 of his 
own, and his work has earned 
numerous W.C. Handy and 
Grammy awards. In recent 
years Joe Louis Walker has 
forged a strong Edmonton 
connection, recording for the 
Stony Plain label. His latest 
disc, Blues Conspiracy, was 
recorded live on a blues cruise 
with contributions from the 
likes of Johnny Winter and 
Duke Robillard.

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Tommy Chong Remembers 


Gaye Delorme 


Gaye Delorme, one of the finest (and funniest) guitarists to come out of Canada, was signed up to be an 
integral part of this festival, leading a workshop and playing Main Stage before the Gipsy Kings. 
Sadly, Gaye passed away on June 23. 


Part of his storied career included a long association with Cheech and Chong. Tommy Chong, who was 
born in Edmonton, has kindly submitted some fond memories of Gaye for our folk festival. 


I met Gaye Delorme in Vancouver 
in 1969 at the Shanghai Junk 
nightclub/strip-bar. I had just 
returned to Vancouver from 
Detroit where I was fired from my 
Motown Band, and was working 
in clubs that were owned and 
operated by my brother Stan 
Chong and myself. I had formed 
an improvisation comedy group 
called The City Works along with 
Edmontonians David Graham 
and Maureen McGuire and a 
Mexican from L.A. who went by 
the name of Richard Marin. The 
City Works performed two two- 
hour shows nightly and ended 
each set with a musical number 
where I played guitar and sang 
while the others played rhythm 
instruments or danced. 


Gaye watched the show and 

loved it. I felt pretty good about 
everything until he asked if he 
could “play a number” on my 
guitar. I watched as Gaye adjusted 
my guitar and amp. 


He then went on to play the most 
fantastic guitar I had ever heard. 
I had played with Jimi Hendrix 

in London a year earlier, but now 


here is this guy from Edmonton 
actually doing Hendrix better, far 
better, than Hendrix himself. 


Gaye picked finger style, which 
gave him four fingers and a 
thumb to work while us mortals 
used a guitar pick. Gaye also 
played classical, flamenco, 
country and let’s not forget how 
proficient he was with jazz. There 
was one guitar player equal to 
Gaye, in my opinion, and that 
was Lenny Breau. Lenny and 
Gaye were good friends, and 
shared not only musical talent, 
but also many laughs. 


Gaye would tell stories of his 
childhood that would have you 
on the floor laughing. He was 

a wild child growing up and he 
learned his guitar skills at the 
Juvenile Detention Center at 
Bowden, Alberta. When he told 
stories about the kids he did time 
with, you felt you were there. 


When we started the improv 
group at the club, I felt Gaye 
was sent to me by the Universe 
to put me on the right track. 
Gaye became part of the group 


with his classical music skills. 
Gaye wrote one of the first bits 
we did when we changed from 
a stripper show to improv. The 
club was located in Chinatown, 
a block from the junkie world 
on Hasting Street. The clientele 


was a little rough to say the least: 


bikers, lonely business perverts, 
pimps, hustlers, and undercover 
cops. We changed the format of 
the show without warning. We 


actually used the audience as part 


of the show. In other words, we 
“punk-ed” the audience. 


On that first night when the 
lights came on, Gaye was centre 


stage, playing a beautiful classical 


guitar number. The club was 
spooky quiet and a mime artist 
appeared in whiteface makeup. 


As Gaye played, the mime picked 


flowers and pranced across the 
stage throwing flower petals 
to the now slightly agitated, 
groaning audience. Dave then 


walked out with a big cowboy hat 


and a scarf wrapped around his 
throat, singing operatically, “T 
dream of Jeannie with the light 


brown furrier ... for Jeannie is my 
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favourite wire hair terrier.” The 
audience was stretched to the 
limit, and on cue I kicked open 

a door at the rear of the stage 
and stood there shirtless, hair 
messy and come up to Dave and 
say “What kind of fucking song 
is that?” And I beat him over the 
head with a rolled up newspaper! 
The audience goes wild. Then 

we proceeded with the show, 
featuring jokes from Playboy 
and whatever we could think of. 
Afterwards we would gather on 
stage and take suggestions from 
the audience for the second show. 
Then we would go backstage and 
write the second show based on 
their suggestions. 


This went on for nine months. 
Meanwhile Gaye had formed 

a band he called Django, which 
played in the back room of the 
Junk. It was so special hearing 
Gaye play blues guitar. He played 
so well that I never felt the urge 
to play myself, but would rather 
listen to Gaye. 


The City Works folded and did 
the last show in September 1969. 
After that, I put a music group 
together with Tom Lavin and 

we played a gig at the Gardens. 
Richard Marin was to be the 
vocalist and I was playing. It 

was a “battle of the bands.” 
When it was our turn to play, 

I told Richard that we would do 
some of our City Works routines 
first, and then play music. We did 
one bit into another then before 
we knew it the gig was over! 

We never played a note. Tom 
Lavin had the funniest line of 
the night: “So when’s our next gig 
boss?” We still laugh at that one. 


It was pouring that night but 
Richard and I were stoked. The 
windshield wipers on my dad’s 
car had quit working so we 
would take turns leaning out 
the window working them by 
hand. I said to Richard: “Well, 
it looks like its me and you bro” 
What should we call ourselves? 
“Richard and Tommy? Marin 
and Chong.... hey do you have 

a nickname?” He said: “Yeah 
Ido ... Cheech.”.....When I took 


my turn on the wipers, I yelled 
to the rain: “Cheech and Chong. 
Cheech and Chong!” 


Soon we headed for L.A., and we 
were into our third record when 
Gaye came down and stayed at 
Cheech’s house. Gaye came out 
of the bedroom one morning and 
hummed a bit of a song he’d been 
working on... Mama talking to 
me....da da da da.” I wrote the rest 
of the lyrics and we recorded it in 
about two to three takes with the 
hottest L.A musicians available. 
Lou Adler would get us whoever 
we wanted to play on the records. 
Gaye was on guitar. “Earache my 
Eye” had guitar players all over 
the world wearing out their tapes 
and records, playing the licks over 
and over so they could be a “big 
rock star making lots of money.” 
When Cheech and I did the 
movie, Things Are Tough All Over, 
we enlisted Gaye to put a band 
together. Gaye got Edmonton’s 
George Blondheim, a fantastic 
piano player, to dress punk and 
be in the band. 


Gaye Delorme 1947 - 2011 
Alberta 


Yes, he did write “The Rodeo 
Song,” that Alberta ode to 
pickups, drinking, barrel racing 
and bull riding. But don’t let the 
humour in that ditty fool you. 
Gaye Delorme was one serious 
musician. 


Over the past four decades Gaye 
received international acclaim 
for his unbelievable prowess on 
the guitar. The late Stevie Ray 
Vaughan labelled him “one of 
the best I’ve ever heard,” while 
Canadian bluesman Colin 
James said: “he’s a monster.” He 
hung out and played with the 
great Lenny Breau. 


Gaye was a true master. 

He could lay down a mean 
electric groove on The Blue 
Wave Sessions, where his 
playing invited comparisons 
to Mark Knopfler. He was one 
of Canada’s most renowned 
country pickers. But he could 


Gaye also wrote “Me and My 
Old Lady,” the ballad we sang in 
the middle of the movie when 
we were “lost in the desert.” We 
did that song on the Cheech and 
Chong reunion tour last year. 
The lyrics were pure Gaye: “Me 
and my old lady we like, we like, 
we like to get outside. Sometimes 
people space us out so we go on 
a picnic and don’t even bring any 
beer.” 


Gaye Delorme did not want to 
leave us. He thought he’d live 
forever and he acted like he would 
live forever. Even when he lost his 
eyesight, he still drove a car until 
that was impossible. He was on 
the internet daily, spelling words 
badly, but not bad for a blind guy! 
Gaye was always “on.” Even when 
he was down he was funny. His 
spirit was infectious and people 
today do “Gaye Delorme bits,” 
especially musicians. It’s going to 
be hard to miss you Gaye because 
there is so much of you still here. 
I love you man....tc 


also pick up the classical guitar 
and play flamenco, classical or 
Gypsy jazz. 


Gaye, a native of Thunder Bay, 
Ont., called Edmonton his 
home. But his career led to long 
stints in Vancouver and Los 
Angeles, where he had a long 
collaboration with Cheech and 
Chong, writing and performing 
the music for several movies and 
their anthem, “Earache My Eye.” 


Back in Alberta, he produced 
k.d. lang’s groundbreaking 

first album, A Truly Western 
Experience, and in 2006 he 
performed Joaquin Rodrigo’s 
Concerto de Aranjuez with the 
Edmonton Symphony Orchestra. 


Despite being such a musical 
heavy hitter, Gaye maintained 
a wicked sense of humour, that 
will be missed almost as much 
as his music. MS

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Food for Folk 


For most festival goers, 

the kitchen lies in the terra 
incognita of the festival 
grounds. You walk by it on 
your way to Stage 5 or 6, and 
you might see a volunteer you 
know or recognize a musician 
waiting in the lineup. 


An army of 2,000 volunteers 
and hundreds of performers 
runs on its stomach, so the 
kitchen is the engine that 
drives the festival. And what an 
engine it is. The festival kitchen 
has even attracted the attention 
of the Food Network, which 
sent a chef to work a shift a 
couple of years ago. 


Good food keeps many 
volunteers who schlep 
equipment, run stages, provide 
security and do a host of 
other jobs coming back year 
after year. “When I worked 

on the site crew, I organized 
my life around eating at the 
site kitchen. [The food] was 

so damned good,” says Scott 
Habkirk, a volunteer for about 
10 years 


The word is also out among 
musicians. Patrick Watson, 
who played Folkfest last year,

says: “They are very generous 
with us here. The food here 
definitely stands out among 
Canadian festivals,” 


In the giant white tent an 
industrial-sized hive of about 
200 volunteers chop, mix, 
arrange, bake, serve, clean 

up, and then repeat. For each 
Folkfest meal (which is dinner 
every evening, and a brunch on 
the two weekend days), kitchen 
volunteers must be prepared 

to serve between 2,000 and 
2,500 plates — to volunteers, 
festival staff, and the festival 
performers. It all adds up to 
20,000 meals served. 


Divided up into crews — some 
devoted to the various main 
courses, others to salads, 
beverages, or desserts — these 
volunteers do mighty things 
like transforming 200 pounds 
of dried pasta into a delicious 
salad or casserole. 


“It blows my mind,” raves 
Glenda Dennis, who has been 
working in the kitchen for 
several years. “The volunteer 
crews are just phenomenal. 
Those people put out all this 
food. It’s so good, and they 
work like dogs.”

Plus, the volunteers who help 
to build the festival and the 
volunteers who tear it down 
afterwards are all fed on-site — 
from Mid-July to mid-August. 
“When we go to site, the first 
thing that’s built is the site 
kitchen — which is really just a 
trailer —and we start preparing 
food the next day,” says Glenda. 
Just before the festival begins, 
the main kitchen is built. 


Feeding these thousands of 
volunteers and performers 
who attend each year’s festival 
is a tremendously big job that 
involves a colossal amount of 
food, effort and organization. 
Meet Stephane Levesque, who 
has coordinated the kitchen for 
three years. 


“We're feeding so many people, 
and they have such different 
tastes. I have to find the middle 
where the most people will be 
happy,” Stephane says. 


And it’s not just an issue of 
taste. He points out that the 
various dietary restrictions 

of volunteers and performers 
present a formidable challenge. 
“Ten percent of the population 
is allergic to peanuts. Many 
people don’t eat dairy. There 
are vegetarians, but also 
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vegetarians who don’t eat 
gluten and vegetarians who are 
vegan.” 


“And then the food has to go 
well with the weather,” he adds. 
“It has to be summer food.” 
But sometimes the weather can 
be less than summery, so hot 
beverages like hot chocolate are 
at hand. 


Glenda, who is Stephane’s 
assistant this year, is amazed by 
the daunting number of dishes 
he creates. “It always blows 

my mind that he does what 

he does... there are so many 
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interesting recipes that he pulls 
out of his hat. For each meal, 
there are at least three salads, 
one main course (if not two), 
and dessert — there’s probably 
about six or seven food choices 
every time you go through.” 
With meals being served every 
evening of the festival, plus at 
brunch on the weekend, this 
means almost 50 recipes each 
festival. 


Stephane creates the recipes 
himself, and finds inspiration 
not only in books, but also 
from the different cultures 


that he encounters through 
work and travel. This year, a 
Tunisian-inspired harissa, a 
spicy vegetable and meat stew, 
a “festival beef bulgogi” and 

a Thai curry are just a few of 
the examples of international 
influences on folk festival 
cuisine. 


Given his Québécois roots, 
Stephane is happy to say that 

a festival classic, maple baked 
beans, will be on the menu this 
year, too. 


The salads, in particular, are 
legendary. When Stephane 
went back to visit family in 
Québec last year, he found 
that the fame of the Folkfest 
salads had long preceded 
him. But when you're offered 
all-you-can-eat salads such 
as grapefruit, celery and feta, 
mouths are bound to water... 
and keep watering long after 
the festival is over. (Other 
salads Stephane is planning 
for this year are quinoa, 
watercress, pear, pomegranate 
and smoked lentil salad.) 


Stephane is used to feeding the 
masses. When he’s not running 
the Folkfest kitchen, he works 
as the chef for lodges and tree 
planting camps. And because 
of the sheer volume of food the 
festival uses, he sources much 
of the food from wholesale 
suppliers. 


However, whenever possible, 
Stephane uses local produce. In 
particular, Riverbend Garden, 
located within the city, is an 
official sponsor of the festival 
that provides the baby potatoes, 
saskatoon berries, and herbs. 


“We try to get as much as 

we can local,” says Stephane. 
“Some of the ingredients we 
need to buy prepped, though — 
we just can’t chop 100 pounds 
of onion.”

We receive $100,000 a year from 
the Department of Heritage and 
we also receive a 70% matching 
grant on monies deposited to our 
Endowment Fund. The Alberta 
Foundation for the Arts and 

The Edmonton Arts Council 
also provide significant funding. 
Simply put, the MTEP was a 
poorly planned program put 
into the hands of bureaucrats 
who knew little or nothing about 
our festival. It is behind us now, 
but it has left some incorrect 
impressions in its wake. 


Along with all the good news, we 
face a couple of major challenges. 
The Southeast LRT expansion 
will pose some serious logistical 
problems as it winds itself around 
the perimeter of stages 3,5 and 

6 and along the top of the south 
gate. We will continue to work 
closely with Ben Henderson 

and the City’s engineers. 


We have now begun to count the 
number of seniors as we feel that 
due to demographics this number 
may increase significantly with 
major implications on our 
services. We want to be prepared. 


And there are the yearly losses. 
Rosalie Goldstein was artistic 
director of the Winnipeg Folk 
Festival when I joined the 
Edmonton festival in 1989. She 
was a big hearted woman who 
loved music of all types. She was 
warm, funny, loyal and a great 
friend of our festival. I will miss 
her enthusiasm this weekend. 
She was one of the best. 


And who could ever forget 
Solomon Burke? He was the hit 
of the festival in 1991 and twice 
more after that. Solomon was a 
larger than life character with, in 
my opinion, the finest pure voice 
to ever grace Gallagher Park. 


Early August is a good time 

for reflection, but also for 
celebration. So enjoy the music, 
the atmosphere, the food and the 
new spray park beside Cloverdale 
Hall. We try to create a utopian 
society for the weekend, so 
please be respectful of your 
neighbours and keep your voice 
low during performances. After 
all, is there anywhere you would 
prefer to be this weekend ? 


Ticket Sales, June 1“, 2012: 


It appears that the supply 

of tickets will not meet the 
demand in the foreseeable 
future. So a certain amount 
of disappointment appears 
unavoidable. I estimate that 
we have 15,000-18,000 past 
weekend pass buyers so an 
“alumni” or “season ticket” 
scenario will not work for us. 
We also cannot implement a 
random computer lottery. While 
discussions are ongoing there 
are several things we can say. 


We will reduce the limit 
of tickets per order to 6 in 
person and 4 online. 


The Folk festival will no longer 
sell tickets by phone. We simply 
are unable to build a phone 
system that can handle many 
hundreds of calls at the same 
time. In 2010 it took hours 

to get through and by then 

the weekend passes may have 
been sold out and in 2011 the 
system crashed altogether. 


Our plan, with some 
tweaks, looks like this. 


At 8 am, up to half of the 
weekend passes will go on sale 
to those who line up at our office 
in the River Valley. If there are 
more than 5000 ticket requests 
in line, we will use a lottery to 
determine who is successful. 

By 9 am you will know if you 
have secured your passes. 


If you are unsuccessful in 
person, you will have a second 
chance as online sales for at least 
the other half of the weekend 
passes will go online at our 
office and at Ticketmaster at the 
same time, 10am. Ticketmaster 
will also have phone and in 
person sales at that time. 


So there will be more of an 
emphasis on in person sales. 
And yes, not everyone can give 
up a morning's work, but that 
is where the limit of 6 comes 
in. Hopefully you can find one 
person in your group who can 
make it down. The in person 
sales also protect the ability 

of Edmontonians to secure 
tickets. A lottery also guarantees 
fairness and buying on line 
will also be akin to a lottery. 


Currently the limit is 12,000 
ticket sales per day, made up 

of 11,000 weekend passes and 
1,000 evening tickets. Should we 
consider eliminating the evening 
tickets and adding 1000 weekend 
passes? If so, there is a revenue/ 
cost factor as the evening tickets 
provide an enhanced revenue 
stream. We would like to hear 
from you on all of this. 


I am extremely pleased with 
what we have built. We have the 
most experienced team of staff 
in the world of folk festivals. We 
also have the most wonderful 
volunteers and we are known for 
the exemplary behaviour of our 
patrons. We are truly blessed.
